I desire to acknowledge the receipt of your 
telegram of the 13th instant reporting on the repairs 
required for the Principal's residence at the Carcross 
Indian Residential School. Your letter of February 1 
outlined the outstanding needs at the Carcross School 
and the information contained in your letter corres- 
ponded to requests that we had received from the 
officers of the M.S.C.C. under whose auspices this 
school is operated. 


No mention was made of repairs that might be 
required at the Principal's residence. Consequently, 
when preparing our appropriation for the present 
fiscal year no amount was specifically provided for 
this purpose. 


As you were informed in our telegram of the 
14th instant the total amount provided for repairs, 
improvements and purchase of new equipment at the 
Carcross School during the current fiscal year was 
$2500.00. Of this amount we have already authorized 
an expenditure of $2266.00 to cover the cost of the 
new lighting plant and wiring the school. 


The present set up of our appropriation makes 
it practically impossible to authorize any expenditure 
for which funds have not béen specifically provided. 
Therefore, we can only allow for repairs to the lrincipal's 
residence the unexpended balance of the appropriation 
or $234.00.

I beg to draw to your attention that 
the Principal's residence at this school requires 
extensive repairs which should be undertaken with the 
least possible delay. In view of the fact that the 
building is hardly safe for occupancy I requested Mr. 
JE. French, Builder and Contractor, of Whitehorse, 
Yukon to look into conditions and advise what should be 
done and what would be the cost of repairs. After a 
careful examination he reported as follows:- 


1. That the foundation of the house is completely 
rotted away. 


2. The floor joists under the kitchen and possibly 
in other places would have to be renewed. 
3 In one and possibly two rooms new floore would 


ve 


have to be laid, 


4, The cellar under the kitchen, the walls of which 
have rotted avay and caved in, requires concrete walls 
and floor. 


Owing to the fact that this building 
is built right on the ground Mr. French found it extremely

Addition to the present school building. This school is 

by no means large enough to accomodate the number of 

children who need our care and attention. At the present 
time I know of eight children in the Carcross district 

whose parents want them placed in this school. All these 
applications for admission and several others have had to be 
turned down on account of lack of accomodation. The question 
of an addition to the school has, I believe, been already 
drawn to the attention of the Department and no doubt they 
have the plans and specifications on file. These were 
submitted some years ago by two local builders and contractors. 
The estimated cost of the proposed addition has been givem 

as $8,000.00. 


If the building of this addition cannot be carried out in 
the near future it would be graetly appreciated if you would 
recommend that the Department pay us a per capita grant for 
50 children instead of 40. During the winter 1937-38 we had 
47 children in residence which meant that seven children 
have been without a per capita grant and consequently the 
question of financing has been very difficult. Our financial 
difficulties would be considerably lessened if we had 50 
grant earning pupils for certain overhead expenses remain 
the same whether there are 50 or 40 pupils in residence. 

The problem of accomodating 50 pupils could be met by the 
erection of a detached classroom at an estimated cost 

of $2,500.00. The present classroom could be used as 

a dormitory. 


Without a doubt one of the most pressing needs is a 
Diesel Caterpillar to be used for hauling wood, The 
Northern Commercial Company of Whitehorse, Y.T. have 
submitted the following quotation etc. on this requested 
item of equipment:-

that the foregoing caterpillar has been built suitable for 
Northern Climates. 


Since my appointment to this school in 1950 approximately 
2,000 cords of wood have been cut in the vicinity of the 
school. This means that each year we have to go further 
afield in order to obtain the 250 cords of wood required 

each year. The trouble with which we are faced now is not 
getting the wood cut but getting it hauled. Last winter our 
teams had to haul wood a distance of 6 miles over bad 
mountainous trails and the most that could be hauled in one load 
was a cord and a half. As the years go by the length of haul 
becomes greater and the time has arrived when it is 
practically impossible for the wood hauling to be done by 

a team of horses. In the past we have more or less avoided 
cutting wood along the shores of the lake in front of the 
school for two reasons. In the first place, hauling wood here 
with a team of horses any distance over a lake in winter is a 
hard and cold undertaking not only for the horses but also for 
the teamster and his helpers. We tried it one year with the 
result that the horses played out and it was all the teamsters 


contdie= 
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@ (Conta). could do to face the cold and biting winds. 
In the second place, we have avoided having wood cut along 
the lake shores because of the short time in which the ice 
is really safe. Some years there are only three months 
in the winter in which hauling on the ice can be safely 
undertaken. Making allowance for the number of days when 
the inclemency of the weather makes it impossible to send 
teams out on the lake, it is easily seen that a team 
hauling a cord and a half per trip per half day cannot get 
all the wood hauled before the break-up. 


The wood situation here now may be summarized as followsi- 


(a) All areas within six or seven miles of the school from 
which wood can be hauled along sheltered roads from the wind, 
have been cut out. Wood might be obtained by going further 
inland but this would mean too long a Haul for horses 

and the use of a caterpillar tractor on the mountainous 
trails in the woods should not be attempted. 


(vo) There is practically an uhlimited supply along the 
lake shores which for reasons given cannot be hauled by 
a team. 


(c) With a caterpillar tractor it would be possible to haul 
on the lake, wood from a distance of ten or twelve miles 
from the school and get it in in a comparatively short time. 
This method of hauling wood has been put to the test. Un 
one occasion we were allowed the use of a caterpillar, the 
property of the Northern Airways Itd,. In one half day ten 
cords were hauled on the lake ice in one trip from a place 
about four miles from the school, Would you please inform 
the Department that this is a pressing need and recomend 
that authority be given to make this purchase as soon as 
possible. 


One 2 Ton Ford V8 Truck with cab. Dual wheel drive, 
157 inch wheel base, 10 ply dual rear tires at a cost of 
$1,480.00 F.0.B. Carcross. This price was g3uoted last year 
by the Northern Commercial Company of “hitehorse, Y.T. 
In the spring of every year when the horses are needed to 
put in the crops and when the horses are away from the school 
putting up hay we have no means of conveyance by which 
freight can be brought over the road from Carcross station 
to the school. Several times already this year we have had 
to wequest the Northern Airways Ltd. of Carcross to put 
their conveyance at our disposal. Sometimes they are in the 
position to render us the necessary help at the time it ia 
needed at other times they are forced to give their own work 
prior consideration, Such a state of affairs is most 
unsatisfactory and a Ton Ford Truck would solve all our 
Transportation problems. 4nother appect of the matter must 
be mentioned. This item of equipment was requested last 
year. In my letter to you of June 25th, 1957 I stated 
as followste- 
# This spring difficulty was experienced 

in getting an injured child (broken bone 

in the chest) into Carcross. The roughness 

of a wagon trip and the length of time such 

a trip would take in addition to the fact 

that we only had a limited time in which 

to get the injured child to the station made 

the use of a wagon decidedly inadvisable." 


The school possesses a launch but this can only be 
a very limited time each year, 6 months at the most. 
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(Contd) Nearly every year, owing to low water, the school 
jaunch cannot be put into service much before the middle 

of July. If this launch can be operated by the middle or 
end of Jule we consider ourselves lucky. This is a great 
difficulty that has to be faced nearly every year and until 
the water reaches a naf¥igable height we have to depend upon 
the road between the school and the town of Carcross. We 
trust that a realization of our need will prompt you to 
recommend that a truck be supplied at the earliest 
opportunity. 


One New Bake Oven. The present one has been in use for a 
good many years and besides blackening the bread with smoke 
and soot is ldable at any time to become a fire menace. 

In this connection the following data concerning a new bake 
oven is respectfully submitted:<-

It is sincerely hoped that the Department will supply this 
much needed item of equipment in the very near future. 


We have not by any means sufficient beds in the school. 

In magy cases two children have to sleep in the same bed. 
In view of this and the fact that some of the beds now in 
use are in a poor state of repair six new - three-quarter 
size beds, springs and mattresses are urgently needed. The 
cost of six new beds etc. would be in the neighbourhood 

of $100300 F.0.B. Carcross. 


One Windsor Bungalow and Hot Water Supply Boiler No.18 G. 
This can be supplied by McLennan, McFeely and Prior Ltd. 

of Vancouver, B.C. The cost of this item of equipment, 
according to a quotation received several months ago, 

was $142.70 F.0.B. Carcross. The present Hot Water Supply 
Boiler is by no means large enough to give us the amount 

of hot water required, In addition it is very difficult to 
use wood as fuel in a jacket heater designed for coal. 

The one now in use at the school was designed for coal as 

a fuel and consequently has a very small fire box. The Hot 
jater Supply Boiler No,18G requested has a fire box of much 
larger dimensions that the one now in use and consequently 
the use of wood as fuel will present no difficulties. 


Building for Storing Ice. During the last few years we have 
undertaken the raising of pigs and found it a very profitable 
and successful enterprise. Our efforts in this respect would 
be greatly augmented by having a suitable building for curing 
bacon. The present building used for storing ice is by no 
means suitable so the suggestion is made that this building 

be used for curing bacon and a new ice house be erected, 

It is felt that a suitable building could be erected at an 
estimated cost of $600.00. The storage of ice here is a great 
necessity for not only is it neede@ by the School Nurse 

in cases of accidents and sigkness but to preserve milk, 
butter and meat during the hot summer months. The building 
that has been used for this purpose now does not give the 

ice the protection it requires. 
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One New Waggon with steel wheels (wide tires) at an 
estimated cost of $85.07 F.0.B.Carcross. Tnis item of 
equipment was requested last year but not supplied. Our 
need for a new waggon is as great as it was a year ago. 


A suitable floor covering is needed for the main hall 

of the school. This floor space receives more wear 

than any other part of the building and it is likely, 

owing to the present state of the fir flooring that if 

some covering is not provided in the near future a new 
wooden floor will have to be laid. The cost of lumber 

in the Yukon would make this a rather expensive undertaking. 
To cover the Main Hall with Brown Battleship Linoleum would 
be most suitable and give many years of wear. Data

One Ice Refrigerator for use in the Kitchen. This is a 
very urgent need for great difficulty is experienced 
by the Kitchen Staff in keeping milk, butter and meat 
during the hot summer months. The cost of this item of 


equipment would be approximately $50.00 #.0.B.Carcross. 


Painting the outside of the Main School Building 

(Wood Work only). Two or three years ago your Department 
allowed a grant to cover the cost of staining the shingles 
on the outside of the buildings and it si felt that the 
siding, ¥indow frames, etc. should be painted in the near 
future. The cost of having this done would be in the 
neighbourhood of $450.00 and would include the cost of paint 
and oil necessary and the painting of the outbuildings as 
well, all, with two coats of paint. 


Repairs to the Principal's Kesidence, the amount of $234.00 
allowed by the Department out of the last appropriation 

has been expended for lumber, and this lumber is now at 

the school. All that is now needed is a further grant 

of $966.00 to cover the cost of cement, labour and any 

other material that might be required. It became necessary 
last fall to put a few joists under the kitchen floor to 
prevent it from dropping into the cellar. As it was hoped 
that these temporary repairs would last for a year or two 
this need for repairs to the Principal's residence was not 
included in the list of repairs etc. the Department have 
already muka&t been asked to make provision for during the 
fiscal year commencing April lst. 1939. I regret to state 
that even though the temporary repairs are holding up the 
kitchen floor, not only id the foundation going in other 
parts of the building but the kitchen floor itself is rotting 
away. Tin patches have had to be put over the holes in 
different places and the building is in a dangerous conditiog.

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(Contd) In view of this would you please ask the 
Department to make a further grant of $966.00 so that 
this work can be commenced as soon as possible, The 
rapidity with which the foundations and floors are 
rotting away points to the possibility that this 
building, if repair work is not done, may be unfit 
for habitation in a few months time.

In my memorandum to you dated April 15, 
1939, I intimated that the above noted school was 
destroyed by fire on April 17. 


This Branch is now in receipt of a report 
from T. V. Sandys-?unsch, Superintendent Commending 
Yukon Sub-division + C. M. Pe, in which he states 
that 10 of the pupile enrolled at the school prior 
to the destruction of the building by fire vere 
residents of Carcross and will for the time being 
reside at their homes while taking reguler instruction 
at the classr oms provided in a rented building. They 
will in addition to this partake of their meals with 
the other pupils. 


The situation at Carcross appears to be 
that the members of the staff and 34 children are nor 
established in three rented houses and in the rectory. 
The R. C. M. P. Superintendent intimates that these 
quarters are suite suitable for a lenrthy period and 
has intimated that he has grented authority to the 
a to buy locally the necessary kitchen 
utensils, dishes, etc. 


The Superintendent's recommendation, that

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that these three buildings be rented at a cost to 
the Department of $75.00 per month, 1s approved. 
In view of this temporary arrangement, it has been 
decided also to pay the grant of £50.90 per pupil 
per annum. 


No provision has been made in the 
estimates of this year for an amount necessary to 
rebuild this particular sehool. I am personally 
of the opinion thet 1t would be very unwise to 
proceed with construction until a thorouch survey 
has been made of the district and until the 
educational needs of the Indian population at 
Carcross have been thoroughly investigated. The

Mr. Rogers, Vice President of the Whitehorse and 
‘ukon Railway, visited the Department today and in 
discussing with him the situation that has arisen in 
connection with the destruction of the Carcross school 
he supplied the following information: 


1. In Mr. Rogers' opinion Carcross is the most suitable 
location for an Indian residential school. He stated 
that the site of the school is as good as can be secured 
anywhere in the Yukon Territory. 


2. Carcross is located approximately 67 miles from 
Skagway and approximately 500 miles from Dawson. 


3. Mr. Rogers stated that there were no buildings of 
fireproof construction in the Yukon Territory. 


4. He also stated that all lumber used by the railway 
is brought from Vancouver. 


5. He suggested that it micht be worth while considering 
the construction of a log building as he considered this 
type of building most suitable for the Yukon. He further 
advised that in his opinion the logs could be secured at 

a@ reasonable distance from the site of the Carcross school. 


6. He further stated that Mr. L. Higgins, who has been 
one of the Government officials in the Yukon for several 
years, would be a responsible party to consult regarding 
the re-erection of the school. 


7. %$He mentioned that two reputable builders in the Yukon 
are Mr. Dan Gillis of Whitehorse and Mr. J.E. French of 
Carcross. 
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8. Mr. Rogers stated that the Whitehorse and Yukon 
railway would be willing to co-operate with the 
Department in any way either in the erection of a 

new building or in assisting in the housing of the 
children until a new building is constructed. Asa 
matter of fact the Company has a large section house 
at Carcross (this is mentioned in letter of April 21 
from Superintendent T.V, Sandys-i/unsch). The Company 
uses this building almost continuously from the latter 
part of May to the first of September. If necessary 
they might be prepared to place it at our disposal 
during the winter.

I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
April 24, in which you ask me to keep you informed 
with respect to the provision made by the Government 
from time to time for the accommodation of the 44 
pupils enrolled at the Carcross Residential School 
prior to the destruction of the building by fire. 


The Department is in receipt of a report 
from T. V. Sandys-Yunsch Superintendent Commanding 
Yukon Sub-Pivision, in which he states that 10 of the 
children, residents of Carcross, have been sent back 
to their homes, where they will sleep. These children, 
however, will continue to attend the sehool and have 
their meals with the other children. 


The present situation, therefore, is that 
the members of the staff are living in three rented 
houses and in the rectory. The Superintendent of the 
R. C. Me P. states that these quarters are cuite 
suitable for a lengthy period of time and intimates 
that he hes given the Principal authority to buy 
loeally the necessary supplies, such as kitchen 
utensils, dishes, etc. The Superintendent's recom- 
mendation that these buildings be rented by the De- 
partment has been approved. 


You may remember that I assured you in our 
telephone conversation of a few days ago that the per 
capita grant of $250.00 would be paid.

With further reference to my telegrams of 
April 18th and 2lst, re the burning of the Carcross 
School, and your reply to the former on April 2lst, 
No. 1661-5, I beg to state that I have just received 
the following further information in this connexion 
in a letter from the Principal, dated Carcross, April 
24thie 


“Whilst it is my intention to put in 
later a.full report on the fire (there is no 
time to prepare such a report now for the mail 
closes shortly) certain points in connection 
with articles saved from the burning buildings 
will no doubt be of the greatest interest to 
youe These are as follows:~- 


le All mattresses and bedding from the Girl's 
Dormitory and nearly all from the Boy's Dormi- 
tory was saved. In the latter Dormitory fire 
drove us out before all mattresses and bedding 
could be saved. No complaint of any shortage 
of bedding has been made to me so I presume 
none exists. 


2e All the girls' leather boots which had just 
been received were saved, ‘The boys were burnt. 


Se Practically all sewing room supplies were 
savede 
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"4, Quite a few drugs were taken out of the buildings 


5. I am practically sure that the school has enough 
food supplies to last until the end of this quarters 
Later I will sand you a complete list of food supplies 
savede To give you some idea of the amount saved I may 
say that an inventory taken the day after the fire 
revealed the fact that we had on hand 52 ~ 100 lb. 
sacks of floure 


6 Practically all the desks were taken from the 
class room to a place of safety and are now in uses 


% ‘The Superintendent of Indian Affairs for the 
Yukon authorized me to order through Matthew Watson 
any dishes, etc. that might be needed. At the present 
time we are using crockery loaned by the White Pass 
and Yukon Railway. ‘The Superintendent of Indian 
Affairs is attending to the matter of bunks, wash- 
ing machines, etGe 


In closing may I say that even though the 
main school building is burnt amd the Workshop, 
the school still goes on. ‘he staff are to be 
commended upon the way in which they met a difficult 
situation. As I stated in my wire the classroom 
was in session 24 hours after the fire started, 
the children losing only % day schooling. ‘the 
children are comfortably housed in different build» 
snes in Carcoross which have been rented from Mr. 
Matthew Watson by the Department of Indien Affair 8. 
They are being well fed, and there is no immediate 
shortage of clothinge With the exception of a few 
children whose homes are in Carcross there has been 
no need to send any children home and it is planned 
to provide board and lodging for the few that are at 
home so that in a few days all children will be under 
our cares Right after the fire ten or twelve of the 
Carcross children were sant home. It was only a 
matter of a day or so before we had to take back 
eight because their parents could not provide for 
them, This certainly shows the need of a school.

The writer had examined 
the chimney on several occasions but it is just possible that a 
crack could be hidden by woodwork, It was fel% that even if there 
was a crack the steel casing wouid provide all the safety necossarye 
I am positive that 1f a proper flue lining, the usual non-metallic 
kind used in chimneys, had been installed when the school was puilt, 
the fire of fifteen years ago and the recent one would never have 
occurred. The steel casing was the next best thing but through 
the several joints, six in number, creosote could quite easiiy 
leak into the space between the outside of the steel casing and the 
At the joints in the steel casing the various lengths 
were merely butted together and there was no overlapping as it is 
felt there should have been. I am inclined to think that the matter 
of a flue lining should be taken up with the Department for it_is 
hard to understand how such an important item could have been left 
out of the specifications. 


As a precautionary measure T askec Mr.'Oke if he had béen 
up to the attic to see if everything was alright. He said, "NO" o 
Instructions were then given for him to do so ane after awhile he 
came back and reported that there was no sign of fire and that, on 
feeling right aound the chimney where it came into contact with 
thé roof it was found to be just warm. By this time it was about 
10,30 aam. At eleven o?clock Mr- Oke and I inspected the chimney 
a and to all appearances the fire seemed to have burnt itself 
out. 


As there seemed to be no need for me to stay around the 
school any longer I gave Mr. Oke a small job to do and went back 
to my residence. Mr. Oke accompanied me in order to get some tools 
and electrical fittings he needed and which I had in my own work 
shop. As Mr. Oke was leaving to go back to the school at about 
11.30 a.m. I said to hin, "Whatever you do watch thet chimney. To 
be on the safe side it is advisabie for you to keep an eye on it 
all day." 


At about 12-30 p.m. Miss A-E. Hall telephoned me to say 
that the school was on fire. On my way up to the school I noticed 
three things:- (1) That the children were lined up outside the 
puilding. (2) That the water pump was in operation. (3) That smoke 
was coming from almost every portion of the roof.

These wore taken 
over to Carcross and placed in a house which Mr. Matthew Watson 
had kindly placed at our disposal. and which we desided to use as 
a classroom, It took most of the morning to get things arranged 
but here again we were fortunate in having the services of the 
White Pass Section Crew which the Station Agent, Mr. J. Bowie, 
placed at our disposal. By noon the classroom reopened, twenty 
four hours after the fire started.

Two very great advantages would be derived from such a 
system:- 


1. If one building was destroyed by fire the loss would not be so 
great. The buildings could be so arranged in relation te one 
another that a destruction by fire of one would not menace another. 
In a one building schonl the destruction of that building by fire 
means practically the loss of everything. 


2. The life of the children in such surroundings would be more 
nearly that which they will have to accustom themselves to when they 
go home. I would recommend that these buildings be heated by stoves, 
lighted by lamps and have no running water or sewerage systems. one 
of the significant things that arose out of the recent fire was that 
the children, when moved to their new quarters (which is practically

I am convinced that the best way to fit the Indian 
children for the life they will have to live when they leave school 
is to have their life in school as similar as possible to the life 
they will have to live at home, 


In closing this report I would like to give the following 
information concerning the staff:- 


1, Each member of the staff has a room of their own and a comfortable 
bed to sleep on. No doubling up has been necessarye 


2, Staff members saved practically all of their personal effects. 


3, The staff have even their own dining room, which is situated in 
the same building in which the children eat. 


4, Both the Girl's and Boy's Supervisor have the use of washing 
maohines operated by a gasoline engine. The Girls Supervis«r uses 
one loaned by Mrs. Matthew Watson and the Boy*s Supervisor has the 
use of one at the Principal's residence. 


5, Miss P.E. Shepherd, R.N., and Miss A.E, Hall have separate 
accommodation in the Girl’s Residence. 


6. Miss We. Moulton has her own room in the building used for 4 


Deasee Hall and Kitchen. Mr. C.A. Oke has quarters in this building 
also. 
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7. Mr. G. Titley, the Farm Instructor is staying with us at the 
Principal's Residence. At one time Mrs. Grant and myself thought 
of moving over to Carcross Village. Two things, however, made 

it necessary and advisable for us to remain where we are, In the 
first place no suitable house is available in Carcross. In the 
second place I will have to be here during the haying season, 
During that time all men agents are needed to put up hay and 
someone has to be on the schoel premises to look after the cows, 
chickens, garden, etc. It is not hard, living here, to keep 

in touch with the work in Carcross Village. The distance is 

only about 14 miles and telephonic communication can be entered 
into at any time, At night time Mr. C.A. Oke is in Carcross and 
can be easily called if needed,

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REPORT ON THE FIRE WHICH D OYED THE CHOOUTLA INDIAN RESIDENTTAL 
SCHOOL BUILDING AND WORKSHCP_ON APRIL 17th, 19596 


At about 10.15 a.m. on April 17th 1959, Mr. CoAe Oke, 
who has held the position of Engineer here since August 1936, 
came to my residence and reported that the stove pipes in the 
school kitchen and the chimney were on fire. This news was not 
regarded as being of serious import for on an average of once 
a year during the last eight years the same thing had happened 
with no damage by fire to the building. However, to be on the 
safe side, I went up to the School immediately and found that 
whilst the stove pipes in the kitchen had burnt out a deposit of 
creosote in the chimney was on fire. It was felt that as in the 
past the chimney would give all the protection necessary. The 
chimney I may say was constructed of brick and in the centre was 
a heavy steel casing through which the smoke passed. This steel 
casing was put in some years ago after a fire broke out in the attic 
the cause believed to be due to a faulty chimney. Between the 
outside of the steel casing and the bricks there was an air space. 
It is hari to understand why a flue lining was not put into this 
chimney when the school was built.

Apparently the Indian Agent is writing by Air Mail from 
Dawson to Ottawa regarding these matters. In this tolegram is 
mentioned Double Deck Bunks. These will be admirable when one 
considers the li ce in the vuildings now 
occupied. I may say that at the present time we have the use of a 
limited number of double deck bunks and springs loaned te the school 
by the White Pass and Yukon Railway. 


7, The Indian Agent spoke of & possible change of site for the school 
should the Department decide to rebuild. Ten Mile was mentioned as 
peing most suitable, There would be many advantages in connection 
with such a move the chief ones being the nearness to an abundant 
supply of hay ana the ease with which wood could be procured. It is 
said that the soil, from an’ agriculture point of view, is far better 
at Ten Mile than it is here. There are o¢ ourse certain disadvantages 
so the matter would have to be gone into very carefully before any 
definite decision to move is made, Two disadvantages might be 
mentioned here:- (1) The aifficulty in getting 4 doctor when one was 

In the Spring and Fall of the year comunication between 

and Ten Mile is very aiffioult. (2) It would not be so 
costly to rebuild on the old site as it would be at Ten Mile. Here 
we have most of the outbuildings, the sewerage system and the 
excavation. It is possible that 4 pbuilding could pe erected on the 
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old foundation. Whether the Department decides to build on the 
91d site or move to another what is needed is a modern fireproof 
structure, or several amaller buildings (See next paragraph ) 
with accommodation for at least 80 pupils. 


In approaching the question of rebuilding I fee] that 
eareful consideration should be given to what might be called the 
"Cottage System". Instead cf putting up one large building have 
several small buildings. These could be as follows:- 


1. Boy's Residence. In this building provide accommodation 
For-at Teast two or more workers. 

2. Girl's Residence. with staff accommodation as above. 

3e Laundry 

4. Class Roam _and Chapel 


5. Cook House and Dining Room combined. 


6. Principal's Residence. 


Two very great advantages would be derived from such a 
system:- 


1. If one building was destroyed by fire the loss would not be so 
great. The buildings could be s9 arranged in relation te one 
another that a destruction by fire of one would not menace another. 
In a one building schonl the destruction of that building by fire 
means practically the loss of everything. 


2. The life of the children in such surroundings would be more 
nearly that which they will have to accustom themselves to when they 
go home. I would recommend that these buildings be heated by stoves, 
lighted by lamps and have no running water or sewerage systems, one 
of the significant things that arose out of the recent fire was that 
the children, when moved to their new quarters (which is practically 
the "Cottage System") for a few days were quite at a loss how tu

I am convinced that the best way to fit the Indian 
children for the life they will have to live when they leave school 
is to have their life in school as similar as possible to the life 
they will have to live at home, 


In closing this report I would like to give the following 
information concerning the staff:- 


1, Each member of the staff has a room of their ow and a comfortable 
bed to sleep on. No doubling up has been necessary. 


2. Staff members saved practically all of their personal effects. 


3, The staff have even their own dining room, which is situated in 
the same building in which the children eat. 


4. Both the Girl's and Boy's Supervisor have the use of washing 
machines operated by a gasoline engine. The Girls Supervisor uses 
one loaned by Mrs. Matthew Watson and the Boy's Supervisor has the 
use of one at the Principal's residence, 


5, Miss P.E. Shepherd, R.N., and Miss A.E,. Hall have separate 
accommodation in the Girl's Residence. 


Se Miss W. Moulton has her own room in the building used for a 
op Hall and Kitchen. Mr. C.A. Oke has quarters in this building 
also, 
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7. Mr. G Titley, the Farm Instructor is staying with us at the 
Principal's Residence. At one time Mrs. Grant and myself thought 
of moving over to Carcross Village. Two things, however, made 

it necessary and advisable for us to remain where we are. In the 
first place no suitable house is available in Carcross. In the 
second place I will have to be here during the haying season. 
During that time all men agents are needed to put up hay and 
someone has to be on the schoel premises to look after the cows, 
chickens, garden, etc. It is not hard, living here, to keep 

in touch with the work in Carcross Village. The distance is 

only about 14 miles and telephonic communication can be entered 
into at any time, At night time Mr. C.A. Oke is in Carcross and 
can be easily called if needed,

Yesterday the following representatives of the 
Church of England visited the Department: - 


Archbishop Roper, Ottawa, 
Archdeacon Snowden, Ottawa, 
Reverend L. A. Dixon, Field Secretary, M.S.C.C. 


Dr. McGill and I discussed with them the situation 
that has arisen due to the destruction by fire of the 
Carcross Residential School. 


Reverend Mr. Dixon stated that it was the opinion 
of the M. S. C. C. that when the Carcross school is rebuilt 
it should provide accommodation for at least 50 pupils. At 
the time of the destruction of the school by fire, per capita 
allowance was only being paid for 40 pupils. 


All those mentioned above urged the immediate 
rebuilding of the school, but it was pointed out to them that 
this could not be done during the current fiscal year. They 
were promised, however, that the Department would give every 
possible assistance in keeping the school in operation in the 
temporary buildings that have been rented for that purpose. 
Reverend Mr. Dixon expressed some doubt as to whether the 
rented buildings would be suitable for winter occupancy, and 
he was promised that the Principal of the school would be 
written for further information regarding this phase of the 
situation. It was suggested to them that possibly we could 
secure for the winter the section house owned by the White 
Horse and Yukon Railway. 


Rev. Mr. Dixon promised to obtain further inform- 
ation regarding the reserves from which pupils are recruited 
for the Careross School and to submit detailed information 
regarding this and also other information that might be 
necessary in connection with the erection of a new school. 
He was requested to let us have his report by August 1, in 
order that the matter could be studied before preparing the 
estimates for the fiscal year 1940-41.

Dear Dre McGill: 


The Rev. L. A. Dixon, Field Secretary of our Society 
has informed me that when he and Archbishop Roper and Archdeacon 
Snowdon had an interview with you on May 26th last, regarding 
the building of a new School at Carcross for our Society, you re- 
quested: 


(a) A statement of what is immediately 
needed to enable the School to carry 
on its work in the present emergency 
quarters. 


(vo) A full statement of the requirements 
for the new building. 


With regard to (a), the immediate needs -- it is my 
understanding that most, if not all, of these have already been 
supplied by your Department at a cost,according to a statement 
received from the Principal (Rev. H. C. M. Grant), of $653.31. 
Should there be other requirements I do not think that they 
would be very costly. 


With regerd to (b), the requirements for the new 
School building, I beg to state that the Field Secretary of our 
Society and I faa a@ conference with Bishop Geddes, Bishop of the 
Yukon, on the 13th inst., when we carefully considered this 
question, and agreed to submit certain specific recommendations 
to our Commission. Our Commission met yesterday and adopted the 
recommendations which were as follows: 


(1) The site of the new building -- To be 
erected on or adjacent to the site occupied 
by the building destroyed by fire. 


Very careful consideration was given to the question 
of having the site at either Whitehorse, approximately 40 miles

away, or at a place called Ten Mile, which is about that distance 
from Carcross, and from which the School now secures its hay 
supply. After carefully weighing the advantages and disadvan~ 
tages of all three sites, we were agreed that the site on which 
the former School stood was the best. 


(2) Style of Building -- As the Rev. Principal 
Grant had recommended, careful consideration of 

the adoption of what he called the "Cottage System", 
his suggestion was not overlooked. 


Howaver, our unanimous opinion was that the adoption of 
the"Cottage System" might be tried in a warmer climate, but would 
be quite unsuitable for one in that northern latitude. As the 
adoption of the"Cottage System" would require one separate build- 
ing for the bigger boys, one for the smaller boys, one for the 
bigger girls, and one for the smaller girls, a kitchen and refectory 
combined, a classroom, two separate recreation rooms, & residence 
for the Principal, a éhapel a laundry and bakery combined, a 
workshop and tool shop combined, toilets, etc., it was not thought 
that the provision of such would cost less than that of one large 
building. It was therefore definitely agreed to recommend that 
one large building be provided. 


With regard to the building material and the making of 
the building as nearly fireproof as possible, it was thought that 
stone, of which there is an abundance in that part, might be used 
for the walls and partitions, with a galvanized iron roof, stone 
or brick chimneys, and fireproof lining for insulation on the in- 
side of the walls and under the roof. 


(3) With regard to the capacity of the new 
School building, it was decided to recommend 
that this should not be less than eighty (80). 


The Indian goons etten of the Yukon according to the 


latest census is 1,35 and of these, 1,282 are classed as 
Anglicans. While our énurch operates seven Iniian Day Schools in 
the Yukon, we learned from our Bishop that most of these are 
located in the Interior or the northern part of the territory, 
and that recruits for the Carcoross School come mostly from the 
southern parte It was also felt that, as no School has been 
provided, though frequently requested, to take the place of the 
School once operated by our Church at Metlakahtla,that a number 
of children, especially those who are orphans or destitute 

might be recruited for this School from northern British bo1- 
umbia. As the Principal has never hed any difficulty in securing 
the present official capacity of 40,, and has sometimes been 
unable to take others who desired admission, it was felt that it 


would be a mistake when building a new school, not to provide 
sufficient capacity for a larger enrollment, and the number 
suggested was eighty (80).

(4) With regard to equipment, I am not in a position 
at present to furnish you with a detailed list, or to give you 
an estimate of the cost of the same, but if you will kindly let 
me know the size of the building you decide to build, I will 
endeavour to secure this or any further information you may 


desire,

Dear Dr. Westgate: 


I desire to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 28th ultimo, addressed to the Director of this 
Branch. 


I appreciate very fully the suggestions con- 
tained in your communication, all of which have been 
very carefully discussed and considered by the officials 
of the Training Division. It is my intention to recommend 
to the Minister that we erect at Carcross two distinct 
and separate educational units - one unit to consist of 
two classrooms with accommodation for 49 pupils in each 
with full basement accomnodation equipped for vocational 
instruction; and a second unit to consist of dormitories 
for 60 pupils, with living quarters for the members of 
the staff. The Minister is virorously opposed to the 
transportation of Indian pupils long distances to residen- 
tial schools and would not, I feel confident, consider 
for a moment the transfer of Indian pupils from northern 
British Columbia to the sehool at Carcross. 


I agree with you that an attempt should be made 
to protect the new building in every way possible from 
fire hazards. I am personally inclined to favour log 
construction in the case of the dormitory building, if 
good logs can be secured at a reasonable price. There 
are certain advantages in having living quarters for the 
Principal provided in the main building. You might 
intimate what you prefer in this regard.

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Would it be possible to secure from you 
figures indicating the approximate cost of the two 
units as outlined above? I am anxious to mow, also, 
if the Bishop of the Yukon or the church authorities 
would be prepared to undertake the construction of 
the building. I make this surgestion in view of the 
success you had in the construction of buildings at 
Moose Factory and Aklavik. If you »ere prepared to 
proceed with the construction, I would recommend to 
the Minister that you be permitted to do so. T have 
no assurance, of course, at this date that my recom- 
mendation would be approved. 


The estimates for the year 1940-41 will be 
under consideration in the course of a few weeks. 
I am anxious, therefore, to have from you all the 
information I possibly can with respect to the cost 
of the Carcross school, just as soon as you can 
conveniently send it forward,

With further reference to your letter of May 27th 
last, #166-1-5, and the interview which Mr. Dixon, Field 
Secretary of our society, had with Dr. McGill on the previous 
day, I beg to state that Mr. Dixon requested me to send to

(1) 4 statement of what is immediately needed to 
enable the School to carry on its work in the 
present emergency quarters. 


(2) A full statement of the requirements for a new 
puildinge 


You will note from your letter of the 13th instant and my 
reply to the same on the 18th instant, that the subject 
matter of Paragraph 1 is receiving our careful attention. 
With regard to Paragraph 2, I beg to state that I have just 
received the following information from the Rev. Principal 
Grant. 


"In connection with (2) it is noted from your 
letter to Dr. HeW. MoGill, dated June 28th that the 
question of a new school, its site, type and capacity 
has already been decided on by the church authorities. 
There is no question but that the logical place for 
the school is in the southern Yukon. In addition to 
the fact that on the present site there is a well 
developed farm, a barn, two chicken houses, septic tank, 
Principal's residence, etce, the presence of which would 
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cut down considerably the cost of rebuilding, I would 
like to draw your attention to the fact that out of the 
44 children in residence during the past academic year, 
31 were recruited from the southern Yukon and northern 
BeCe, 7 from central Yukon and only 6 from the northe 
In addition I may say that practically all applications 
for admission in recent years have been from parents who 
live in the vicinity of Carcross and Whitehorse. 


In connection with (1) though, in addition to the 
equipment already provided at a cost of $653.31, some 
provision will have to be made before September 15th for a 
place in which to store garden produce so that it will be 
well protected from frost during the winter. 


A few days ago Major Sandys Wunsch, ReC.MePe, Acting 
Superintendent of Indian Affaire for the Yukon, passed 
through Carcrosse As he aid not stop off about all I could 
do was to draw his attention to this need. This consists 
of a building, erected on the foundation of the old Workshop. 
Before the fire the basement of this building wae used for 
storing vegetables. Major Sandys Wunsch asked for plans, 
approximate cost, etc. lr. JeZ. French, Builder and 
Contractor, with whom I had previously discussed this need 
and who was travelling to Whitehorse on the same train 48 
the Major was introduced and I asked him to give this 
official of the Department all particulars during this 
journeye Before the train pulled out Mr. French had the 
opportunity to inform me that the building needed would 
cost somewhere between $2,000.00 and $3,000.00. What the 
result of the conversation was on the train I do not know 
but Major Sandys Wunsch lead me to believe, before he left, 
that he would try and rush the matter throughe He was 
informed that we had to have some place by September 15th 
in Which to store our vegetablese 


The building needed will not only provide a storage 
place for garden produce but the upper part will give the 
Farm Instructor and General Assistant some place in which 

to keep tools, carry out repairs to farm equipment, etce 
This is in itself a great need. At the present time repairs 
can be carried out in the open air but such a practice cannot 
be followed during the winter. 


Before closing two other needs must be mentioned :- 
(1) A typewriter for office usee You have already been 
advised of this need. 


(2) A grant of $240.00 to help meet the cost of the services 
of a Night Watchman during the coming winter. A copy of 4 
letter going forward today to the Superintendent of Indian 
Affaire, regardfng this matter, is enclosed. * 


A copy of the letter mentioned in Paragraph 2 is 
enclosed herewithe 
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With regard to the three immediate needs listed in 
the above letter, namely the place for storing the vegetables, 
a typewriter, and 8 Night Watchman, there can be no reasonable 
doubt whatever, and any help you may be able to give in 
providing the same will be greatly appreciated by our Commission 
and by our Society.

With further reference to your letter of the 
15th inst., Noe 166-l1-5, and my reply to the same 
on the 18th inst., I beg to state that I have just 
received the enclosed telegram frmm the Reverend 
Principal Grant in reply to one I sent to him on the 
17th inst. I trust that the information embodied 
in this telegram along with that set forth in my 
letter to you on the 2lst inst. may serve as a helpful 
guide to you in fixing the amount required to provide 
the two essential buildings mentioned in your letter 
of the 13th inst, 


You will note that logs are available for both 
buildings and that the cost of log construction instead 
of lumber would effect a saving of $2,500.00, 


With regard to Reverend Principal Grant's estimate 
of the cost of six separate log buildings without oncrete 
basements, and the estimated saving of approximately 
$14,000.06, I would refer you to the paragraph on Page 2 
of my letter to Dr. McGill on June 28th last, where I set 
forth the unanimous opinion of Bishop Geddes of the Yukon, 
Rev. L.A. Dixon, Field Secretary of our Society, and 
myself, that “the adoption of the cottage system would 
require one separate building for the Siseer girls and 
one for the smaller girls, one for the bigger boys and 
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one for the smaller boys, a kitchen and refectory combined, a 
classroom, two separate recreation rooms, a residence for the 
Principal, a chapel, a laundry and bakery combined, a workshop 
and tool-shop combined, toilets, etc." My opinion in this matter 
has not changed and I am convineed that if an attempt were made 
to get along with six buildings, most, if not all, of the others, 
would have to be provided at a later date, and that in the end 

no saving would be effected. 


Should you decide to build the dormitories of logs 
may I suggest that consideration be given to the possibility of 
baer the classrooms in the same way, not merely because of 
the estimated saving of $500.00, but also to maintain some uni~ 
formity of design. 


I shall be glad to secure any further tnforma&tion 


you may require in connection with the buildings in question on 
receipt of your requeste

The quotations mentioned above have been 
obtained from J. E. French, Contractor, Whitehorse, 
Yukon.

This is an answer to your letter of July 28th, 1939. 


le In your letter you state that you have been wonder ing 
where we expect to secure building logs in view of the fact 
that it has been increasingly aiffieult to secure wood fuel 
in the vicinity of the school. In the past we have confined 
our search for fire-wood within a radius of appreximately 
six miles from the schoole Hauling wood this distance with 
horses was found by experience to be no easy matter. It was 
hard on the horses, hard on the Farm Instructor and boys 

and in the short winter days not much could be accomplished. 
In view of this situation you will recall that a request was 
made to the Department for a caterpillar tractors “ith this 
item of equipment larger ‘loads of wood could be hauled in 
much less time and from greater distances. To haul wood with 
horses a greater distance then six miles from the school see 
to be impractical. This spring I discovered an excellent st 
of timber about 10 or 12 miles from the schoole then the 
question of building the new school out of logs arose, I took 
two men out to see what had been discovered. One was Mr. 
JeE. French and the other lir- Wme Chantelere Both these men 
are builders and contractors, the latter being a man who has 
had considerable experience in constructing log buildingse 
They were quite enthusiastic with what they saWe Mr. Preneh 
remarked that in his opinion enough logs could be obtained 
from that site to build more than one schoole Mre Chanteler 
remarked that he thought at least 500,000 feet of lumber could 
be cut theree I understood from what was said that should the 
decision be made to build the school of logs and should 

Mr. French or lire Chanteler be awarded the contract and they 
worked together on the project, a small pertable saw mill 
would be set up on this site. ith this mill the logs would 
be squared on three sides and hauled to Carcross by means 

of a caterpillar tractor. There is quite a good road to this 
stand of timbere In your letter you refer to the possibility

nossible as the logs are far removed from navigable waters The

Re: Carcross Indian Residential School 


I desire to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 25th instant and also copy of a letter received 
by you from the Principal of the above-noted school 
attached thereto. 


I was particularly well pleased to learn from 
the Principal's communication that it will be practical 
and comparatively inexpensive to use logs in the con- 
struction of the new school. 


You are probably aware that the Albany k.C. 
residential school was destroyed by fire a few days ago. 
This means that we have had two residential schools 
totally destroyed by fire and destructive fires at three 
others since our estimates for the present fiscal year 
were prepared. In view of this fact and in View of the 
disastrous fires that have occurred at residential schools 
in the Province of Quebec it is going to be exceedingly 
difficult to persuade the Minister or Parliament that 
public funds should be spent on the construction of schools 
other than those of complete fireproof construction. I 
have been wondering if it would be possible to have the 
school at Carcross constructed with interior asbestos or 
fireproof boards. ould it be at all practicable to have 
the dormitories downstairs and the heating equipment 
established outside in a separate building? I hesitate 
to trouble you in respect to this matter but I feel con- 
fident thet the Minister will require a great deal more 
information than I have now in respect to fireproof con- 
struction before he approves of the project. You might, 
at your convenience, communicate with the Principal again 
in respect to the matter.

Also it is found that when these nomadig 
children leave these huge, and modern, school buildings; and 
resume normal conditions in the "bush" they are more or less 
like a fish out of water, and most of them break down, and do 
nothing for some years after, The extra cost of heating - if 
any, can be off-set against the improvement in health that 
would come about by using several small building -instead of 
one huge affair which in the winter time is filled with com- 
pressed foul hot Air. 


The Department will no doubt know already the many ad- 
vantages to be derived from community settlement buildings in 
the north country, and + can only state that such a scheme 
used in the construction of the new Chooulta School Buildings 
at Sarcross in the Yukon Territory, would be a great movement 
towards having the children more fitted to leave school, when 
their time is up, and resume normal conditions in the bush, 
than would be, a real up-to-date - fully furnished modern 
school building, which represents too high a grade for these 
nomadic children to achieve during their lifetime.

I have received your letter of the 29th ulto. 
No. 166-1-5, re the fireproofing of the interior of the 
proposed new School for Carcross and have asked the Rev. 
Principal Grant to consult contractors in that part of the 
Yukon, and furnish me with a recommendation in this 
connexion. As soon as his reply comes to hand I will write 
to you again in this matter. 


It was with deep regret that 1 learned, through 
press reports, of the destruction by fire of "the school and 
hospital” at Fort Albany, but I was very thankful to note 
that no lives were lost. 


Regarding the proposed school for Carcross I am of 
the opinion that if the heating equipment can be installed 
in a detached building, the dormitories could safely be 
located on the first floor. However, as Mr. Grant is a very 
practical man, and has some capable men about him from whom 
he can receive advice, I think it best to await his reply 
before submitting any specific recommendation in this 


connexion.

Dear Sir: 


It was fortunate that Mr. J.l. 
Prench, an expert builder and contractor was in Carcross 
when your letter of the lst instant was received. He and E 
discussed thoroughly the points about which information is 
required, etc. and beg to report as follows:- 


1. The suggestion that the proposed new school be lined 
with asbestos or fire-proof board is an excellent one. Mr. 
French mentioned Gypsum Board which costs 125.00 ver Me. if 
purchased in the Yukon. If purchased in Vancouver in any 
great quantity it would likely be slightly cheaper than the 
price quoted. Mr. French pointed out that whilst %ypsum 
Board is fire-proof there may be other boards on the market 
equally as good. At the present time he is constructing a 
Jovernment Radio Station in Whitehorse anda Typsum 3oard is 
the lining called for in the revised specifications. 


Be Je can see no object in having the dormitories downstairs 
especially if the proposed building was built of logs with 
adequate fire escapes, lined with Gypsum Board and had the 
heating plant located in a separate building. As a matter of 
fact having the dormitories downstairs would make, as you state 
in your letter a very long building. ‘This would be very 
difficult to heat in the cold weather. 


3. Having the heating plant ina separate building is an 
excellent suggestion but under no cireumstances should it be 
located to the West of the main school building. At least 
95% of the wind in Carcross is from the West, South-west or 
North-west. when the ground plans are being prepared this 
aspect of the matter should not be overlooked. In the fire 
of April 17th 1939 if the Workshop had been located ‘est of 
the old main School building at the same distance or even 
eloser to the school than it was it would not have been 


destroyed by fire. As a matter of fact a telephone pole 
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located about two feet from the west end of the old school 
building still stands. One of the interestins points arising 
out of the fire shows how careful one should be in ascertaining 
the direction of prevailing winds before deciding where to 

place the outbuildings of importance. Having discussed very 
thoroughly the danger from fire Mr. French and myself would 

like to suggest that, as a further safeguard the Diesel lishting 
Plant, Storage Batteries and especially the engine used to 
operate the water pump be placed in the same building as the 
Heating Plant. 


4. If the heating and lighting plant etc. were installed in 

@ separate building the only chimney that would be required 

in the Main School would be one for the Kitchen Range. Mr. 
French and I recommend that this be what is known as a Yukon 
Chimney. Mre French stated that brick chimneys have proved to 
be the greatest fire hazard in the Yukon, adding that in the 
many years he has lived in Whitehorse practically all the fires 
have originated from this cause. ‘There is no question but that 
the fire of April 17th last, which destroyed the old school 

was caused by a faulty brick chimney. It is Mr. French's 
opinion that the amount of creosote coming from the wood fuel 
eats holes in the mortar and I may add that this is also the 
opinion of others. As in most buildings the brick chimney 

is encased with woodwork it is practically impossible to 
inspect it from time to time or carry out any necessary 

repairs without tearing down a great part of the building, 
Another great drawback in this country to a brick chimney is 
the difficulty of getting a good foundation for same. The 
presence of frost in the ground all the year round causes 
buildings to heave and such heaving and settling causes 
chimneys to erack whether they are made of concrete or brick. 
In his experience Mr. French has known brick chimneys to 

settle so much that the part above the roof has become detached 
from the part below and toppled over. I am certain that the 
fire of April 17th last was caused by the brick chimney in the 
01d school developing a crack where it went through the roof. 


5. In closing may I say that Mr. French asked me to mention 

that as building logs are not kept in stock like lumber they 
should be cut this fall ar next sprinz, that is if the school 

is to be constructed and logs and the building program completed 
by next.fall. These cannot be cut during the winter months 

owing to the depth of snow, short days, and sub-zero temperatures. 
He added that if the building is to be completed by next fall 

and nothing can be done this fall, men should be in the woods 
cutting the logs required not later than April lst 1940. 


{he plans you refer to in your letter are in the course 
of preparation and will be forwarded as soon as possible. Mr. 
French and I have spent some hours on these and an effort is being 
made to submit something that will be feasible from a constructional 
point of view. Whey will only be of rough nature but will give 
yourself and the Department some idea of the location of the rooms 
in.the building, ete.

I desire to acknowledge receipt of 
your letter of the 2lst instant and also copy of 
@ communication received by you from the Principal 
of the Carcross Residential School, attached thereto. 


I agree with you that if it is the 
intention of the Department to proceed with the 
construction of the school next summer, steps should 
be immediately taken to secure the logs and have them 
seasoned by the time the work of construction is 
really to begin. 


I feel that it is only fair to you to 
state, however, that I have nothing in front of me 
to indicate what money, if any, will be placed at 
our disposal by the Government for the construction 
of schools next year. I have made a number of 
attempts to secure this information, but no one at 
the moment seems to be in a position to advise me 
with respect to the matter. In view of the war 
conditions confronting us, it might be advisable 
for you either to interview the Minister personally

sets consisted of 70 pieces and 100 pieces it will be readily 
understood that the quelity would not be so good at the price. 


ivervthing was a total loss at the School after 
the fire, and the sccount shows that the barest necessities 
vere purchased toCarry on. These necessities such as plates 
and bowls, cups, knives, forks & spoons bought at the prices 
shown must have been of the cheapest quality. 


The “dinner set" and “table silver" must have 
veen purchased for the staff ti ble, but I can issure you from 
personal experience in the Yukon that neither sets could have 
been very elaborate. It is a pity that these things could not 
have been brought in from outside at one third of the cost, 
but the matter was urgent, and it is presumed that the irincipal 
desired furnishings for the -taff table a shade better than 
those used by the pupils.

You may recall that when I spoke to you in Ottawa 
on the 4th inst. (in Mr. Hoey's office) about the prospects 

of having the new school built at Carcross next year, to 

take the place of the one destroyed by fire last April, you 
informed me that a definite decision in the matter might be 
reached not later than December next when a draft of the 
Estimates for the Fiscal Year 1949-41 would probably be 
completed. It is my recollection that I promised to write to 
you in the matter, and advise you of the necessity of reaching 
a decision at the earliest date possible in order that arrange- 
ments might be made for cutting the logs out of which the new 
school building and detached classroom are to be constructed. 


I have examined, and am forwarding to the Super- 
intendent of Walfare and Training a rough draft of the plan 
suggested by the Principal of our Carcross School for the new 
pbuilding, and am writing now for the specific purpose of asking 
that authority be given to cut during the coming winter, and 
before the sap begins to ascend in the spring, all the logs 
required for construction purposes. From information received 
from the Principal an abundance of logs can be secured at a 
distance of about 10 miles from the school. Local contractors 
have examined the same, and have expressed their conviction that 
all the log material required can be secured from that one 
location. As the logs should be seasoned as well as possible 
before actual construction begins, it is important that they be 
cut in the early future, and it will be duly appreciated if you 
will give the matter the earliest attention possible, and issue 
the necessary authority for the cutting of the logs to be 
undertaken. 


Tt am sending you herewith a number of photos which 
show the buildings in which the work of the school is being 
carried on at present. After the main school building was 
burned the buildings in the pictures, some of which belong to 
our Church, some to the White Pass and Yukon Railway, and some 
to local residents of the village of Carcross, were placed at 
the disposal of the school management, and occupied only 24 
hours after that tragic event. While the Principal of the 
School and his staff are to be commended for the prompt and 
vigorous way in which they faced the critical situation, it is 
obvious that they should not be expected to carry on their 
work under existing conditions any longer than can possibly be 
helped. I would therefore most earnestly request that a very 
special effort be made to have the new school provided next 
year, and that authority be given a t the earliest date

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possible to undertake the cutting of the logs.

In keeping with the promise made to you during 
our conversation here yesterday, I am sending you under 
separate cover the plan for the proposed new school 
building at Carcross, 48 prepared by the Rev. Principal 
Grante 


{The attached letter came with the plan and I am 
forwarding to Mr. Grant today a copy of the phan and 
with it the suggestions for improvements in the same on 
which we agreed yesterdays 


It is my understanding that a two-room classroom 
will be erected as a separate building with a furnace and 
accommodation for vocational training in a full sized 
basement underneath, the basement to have an outside entrance. 


It is also my understanding that the heating and 
lighting plant for the main school building will either 
pe fully or semi-detached from that pbuilding. 


You will note that the plan submitted by the 
Principal provides accommodation for himself and family 
at one end of the main school pbuilding on the main end 
second floors. I hmve always felt that the semi-detached 
plen for the Principal's accommodation was the best one 
and would recommend if at all possible that it be adopted 
in this case. On Mr. @rant's plan, no provision is made 
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for a bathroom on the main floor and this could be installed 
if the Principal's quarters were semi-detached. 


The lack of any indication of the location of the 
chimney is due to the fact that the heating plant is to be 
located in either a detached or semi-detached building. 
This will necessitate so far as I know, the installation of 
either a hot water or steam heating system, 


I trust that the plan,which the Principal has undoubtedly 
taken great pains to prepare, may be sufficiently complete to 
enable your architect to proceed with the design and Sppeerecatsene 
to be followed. Should he require any further information 
we will gladly endeavour to provide it with as little delay 
as possible.

I have for acknowledgment ‘ir. Pethune's nemorandum 
of November ®9, in which he seexs information vith respect 
to representations that have been made to the Minister for 
the construction of the above noted schools. 


In my memorandum to you dated ‘lovember 71 I dealt 
sith the construction of both these schools, torether ith 
four others, for the construction of which renuests have 
been received from the church authorities by this Branch. 
There is little that I can add to the information supplied 
4n that memorandum. If it is the intention of the Government 
to proceed next year with a buildine program, both the 
Carcross and the Albany schools have in my juiement a treater 
Claim for consideration than any of the others. In view of 
the fact that the schools at these points were totally 
destroyed by fire during the lest year, steps should be 
immediately taken to provide either Indian day or residential 
schools at both points. In view of the nomacle habits of 
the Indians in these districts, I cannot persuade myself that 
the construction of Indian day sehools would meet the needs 
of the Indian population. I intimates in my memorandum of 
November 21 that the estimated cost of both these huildines 
would be epproximately ©149,999.

I can assure you, therefore, that ehe caterpillar tractor 
will be of permanent usefulness, and I greatly hope that 

we may soon be authorized to secure it and the other items 
so that the work of getting out the logs for the new 

school may be taken in hand at once, and completed before 
the spring. The fact that the logs will have to be Grawn 
in over a distance of ten miles seems to me to be sufficient 
proof of the need of the tractor.

Dear Sir:- 


Shortly after the fire which destroyed the Main 
School Building and Workshop on April 17th last you visited 
Carcross and gave authority to rent three buildings from 
Mr, Matthew Watson @ $25.00 per month. It was felt then 
that these three buildings and the Church of England Rectory 
would provide sufficient space for the staff, pupils, etc. 


2- The Rectory is used as a Girl's Residence and Playroom. 
Two bedrooms in this building provide accomodation for two 
lady staff members. 


2. One of Mr. Watson's houses is used as a Classroom. 


5. Another of Mr. Watson's buildings houses the boys. In 
this building there is only one bedroom and that is used 
by Miss J. Wright the Boy's Supervisor. 


4 The third building, owned by Mr. Matthew Watson, is 

used as a Kitchen, Children’s Dining Room, Staff Dining Room 
and sleeping quarters for two male staff agents who have to 
share a room. The other bedroom is occupied by Miss E. Hewer, 
Kitchen Matron. 
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As you can understand it took some time to 
reorganize things after the fire and then it was found that 
more buildings were needed. The particulars of these needs 
are as follows:- 


1. Store House for food supplies, etc. For a month efter the 
fire these were stored in an old Chicken House and part of 

the barn on the old school site. Apart from the inconvenience 
in having our food supplies stored in two buildings approximately 
two miles from our Kitchen and Dining Room, the unsanitary 
conditions arising from using a Chicken House and Barn as 

a store place for food, made it necessary to find another 
pbuilding for a Store House. Consequently arrangements were 
made with Mr. W.L. Phelps, K.C. of Whitehorse to rent one of 
his buildings as from May 17th 1939 at a rental of $5.00 per 
month. It might be mentioned that we have only two shipments 
of food supplies come in in a year and as a result considerable 
storage space is needed. 


2. Staff Residence. At the time of the fire there were 
seven members on the staff. It was fourld necessary in the 
process of reorganization to increase the staff by one. In 
order to have accomodation for this extra worker, have some 
place where the staff could congregate when off duty ( this 
place being known as the Staff Sitting Room) and provide some 
room where the School Nurse could attend to sick Indians and 
school children, it was found necessary to rent another pbuilding 
from Mr. Matthew Watson. This was taken possession of on 
August lst 1939 at a rental of $25.00 per month. In this 
building there are three rooms (1) The Living Room is used 

as the &taff Sitting Room (2) the bedroom as quarters for the 
school nurse (3) the Kitchen in which the nurse carries out 
her professional duties. 


3. Principal's Residence and Office. From the time of the 
fire until September lst 1939 the Principal tried to fulfill

his duties and still live in his residence on the 01d school 
site. He used an out-building near his residence as an 
office. It was found well nigh impossible to keep in touch 
with what was going on and maintain discipline with these 
quarters approximately two miles from the school. Moving 
over to town and occupying this present building, with only 
one bedroom, has made it very difficult for Mrs. Grant and 
myself. Two of the boys sléep in part of my office, two 
girls in the Kitchen and two children in our own bedroom. 
It was a question though, in renting a building for the 
Principal's Residence and Office, not of our own comfort 
but the welfare of the school. 


4. Laundry. Several months after the fire it was possible 
to dry the washing outside. When winter came it was an 
impossibility. The two Supervisors were, from the start of 
the winter up to December 14th 1959, trying to dry clothing 
for 45 children by hanging the various garments around the 
residences. Apart from this inconvenience, the nurse pointed 
out to me how risky it was from a health point of view for 
the children having wet clothing hanging on and around their 
bunks. The only solution to this problem was to rent from 
Mr. Ross Peebler of Atlin, B.C. a house he owned here for 
which he charges a rental of $15.00 per month. 


I must apologize for not reporting on these 
matters sooner but felt that it was better to find out for 
sure exactly what buildings were needed before writing 
about same. Even though we are still handicapped in not 
having a Playroom for the Indian boys and being crowded 
somewhat in the quarters used by the writer and his family 
I feel that we can carry on with what waildifis we are now 
using until a new school etc. is constructed. 


Feeling sume that the Department you reppresent

This 
appears to be a rather high rental charge for the accom- 
modation and instruction of 40 pupils. I am, however, 
wholly unfamiliar with local conditions and consequently 
somewhat helpless in any attempt I micht make to render 
advice. If the buildings are sufficiently close to a 
reserve or if buildines close to a reserve could be 
securec, attendance of day pupils micht be encourazed, 
If it is impossible to secure the funds necessary to 
construct a school at any time in the immediate future, 
would it be wise to proceed with the construction of the 
two classrooms, if money were available for such con- 
struction?

One of the things I would like to do in replying 
to your letter of March 19th 1940 is to apologize to yourself, 
as I did to the Tndian Agent, for not obtaining authority 
from the Department before renting the three additional 
buildings mentioned in your letter. It was felt though, that 
in view of the exceptional circumstances which had arisen 
and the need of these buildings I was justified in acting 
as.I did. I will, however, in future, be very careful to 
secure reguler authorization before incurring any expenditure 
in the name of the Department, 


Tn the closing paragraph of your letter you mention 
the ‘high rental charge’. In an effort to have this reduced 
I spoke to Mr. Matthew Watson, the owner of five of the 
buildings which have been rented and he, realizing the value 
of the work being done here stated as follows:- 
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" If the Department will bey the rental 
Ay, on three of my houses the school can 
have the use of the other two without 
charge until a new school is erected 
or the Department are in the position 
to pay for rental of same," 


In your letter you state as follows:- "If the 
buildings are sufficiently close to a reserve or if buildings 
close to 9 reserve could be secured, attendance of day pupils 
might be encouraged." In this connection I may say that the 
buildings we are using are situated qwite close to the 
Carcross Indian Village but only 9 out of the 44 children in 
residence have their homes in this village. Having these 
9 as day pupils would not help a great deal. The other 35 
Pupils come from many points a long distance from here, 

For example, I may Say, that the parents of two of our girls 
are at present residing in Port Macpherson, N.W.T, 

With regard to the construction of two classrooms 
near our present quarters T do not think this would be ae 
wise policy. When the new school is erected these would be 
of no use to us at all, It is understood that the 01d school 
site is to be the location for a new school, This site is 
approximately two miles from Carcroge Village. Such a 
journey for th: teacher and children to make, especially 
during the winter months and in the mosquito season would 
be very arduous, Then having the classrooms so far from our 
present quarters would lestroy the attempt that has been 
made to centralize our work as much as possible, 


Trusting that the information given in thig letter 
will prove to be of help to yourself and the Department you 
represent,

Dear Doctor Westgate: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the 10th instant, in which you seek information with 
respect to the rebuilding of the Carcross Residential 
School and to any provision that may have been made in 
the 1941-42 estimates for the construction of this 
building. 


I regret to state that we found it impossible 
to make provision in next year's estimates for the con- 
struction of Indian day or Indian residential schools 
anywhere in the Dominion. A few months ago the Bishop 
for the Yukon discussed this matter with me, personally, 
and it is my understanding that he later visited the 
office of the Minister and discussed the project with 
the officials there. 


It is scarcely necessary to add that 
should conditions change at any time in the immediate 
future, the building of the Carcross School and one or 
two other schools recently destroyed by fire would have 
the first claim on the funds that might be available.

Electric Lighting System - F.0.B. Carcross $2,495.20 


The Northern Commercial Company, Whitehorse, 
Yukon, which quoted the sofrementioned price, has assured the 
writer that this caterpillar is particularly suitable for operation 
in northern climates. 


Since my appointment to this chool in 1930 
approximately 2,500 cords of wood have been cut in the vicinity 
of the schoole This means that each year we have to go further 
afield in order to obtain the 250 cords of wood required each year. 
The trouble with which we are faced now is not getting the wood 
cut but getting it hauled. Last winter our teams had to haul wood 
a distance of 7 miles over bed mountainous trails ®nd the most that 
could be hauled in one load was approximately one cord and a hale. 
as the years go by the length of haul becomes greater and the 
time has arrived when it is practically impossible for the wood 
hauling to be done by horses. 


In the past we have more or less avoided 
cutting wood slong the shores of the lakes in the vicinity of Carcross. 
In the first place hauling wood here'with a team of horses any dis- 
tance over « lake in winter is a hard and cold undertaking not 
only for the horses but also for the teamster end his helpers. We 
tried it one year with the result that the horses played out end it 
was all the teamsters could do to face the cold and biting winds. 
In the secord place, we have avéided having wood cut along the 
lake shores because of the short time in which the ice is really 
safe. Some years there are only three months in the winter in 
which hauling on the ice can be safely undertaken. Making allowance 
for the number of days when the inclemency of the weather makes it 
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impossible to send teams out on the lake, it is easily seen that a 
team hauling ® cord and a half per trip per half day cannot get 211 
the wood hauled before the break-up. 


The wod situation here now may be sunmari sed 
as follows 


(a) <All areas with six or seven miles from the school from 
which wood can be hauled slorg roads sheltered fram the wind, 
have been cut oute Wood can be @btained by going further inland 
but this would mean too long a haul for horses especially on 
short days during the winter months. 


4b) There is practically an unlimited supply along the lake 
shores which for reasons given cannot be hauled by a teams 


(c) With a Caterpillar tractor it would be possible to haul 

on the lake, wood fram @ distance of ten or twelve miles from the 
school and get it hauled in ea comparatively short time. This 
method of hauling has been put to the test. On one occasion we 
were allowed the use of a caterpillar tractor, the property of 
the Northern Airways, Limited. In one half day ten cords were 
hauled on the la:e ice in oe trip from a place about four miles 
from the schoole 


Would you please inform the Department that 
this is e pressing nsed and recommend that authority be given for 
this purchase to be made before the winter of 1941-1942 sets in.

On the llth instant, while in Carcross on 
matters pertaining to the Yukon Administration, I inspected 
the Indian Residential School and Barm, and was able in this 
way to become familiar with conditions that the Reverend 
Grant, Superintondent of the Séhool, has to contend with 
in the management and supervision of this institution. 


The Reverend Grant made representations 
respecting the usefulness that 2 small type caterpillar 
tractor would be, particularly in securing yearly supplies 
of wood for the schoole 


A considerable quantity of wood is used 
yearly, and I find that this has to be secured now at @ 
considerable distance from the schoole A small type 
tractor would be a very useful item of equipment. 


I asked the Reverend Grant to write me a 
report respecting the type of caterpillar required, and 
to furnish an estimate re cost landed, and when making 
his report to explain the situation in detail for the 
information of the Department. I enclose a copy of his 
letter, and I would recommend that favourable cons idera- 
tion be given to his request to be supplied with this 
equipment.

On the Ilth instant I was in Careross on 
business in connection with Yukon Administration and took 
the opportunity while there of inspecting the buildings 
rented in connection with the Residential Schoolg and in 
connection with these I would like to report as followss- 


The one building rented from Mr. W.L. Phelps 
is a small building and appears to be used for storage and 
supplies for miscellaneous purposes. 


One Building is rented from Ross R. Peebler. 
This building appears to be in good condition and is 
satisfactory. 


The former lease represented that three 
buildings were rented from Mathew Watson at a coat of 
$75.00 monthly. I find as a matter of fact that five 
buildings are being supplied by Matthew Watsone The 
rental of $75.00 per month is satisfactory for five build~ 
ings, provided two of these buildings be improved immediately 
at the close of the school terme The building used for class 
room purposes I find to be a log building, the interior un~ 
finished. The teacher reported to me that the building was 
cold in the winter time, and it did not present a bright 
and attractive appearnce for a class room for childrene 
One other building rented from Matthew Watson is used as 
a boys dormitory, and I fird it also to be badly in need of 
repair, the w@lls being covered with old torn paper and in 
such condition that they could not be kept cleane I inter-

Dear Mr. Warren: 


Thank you very much for all the trouble you 
went to in finding out from my parents about "the natural 
state of the beast", and also for your advice in the matter. 


It seems that every time that I write to you, it 
is always to ask a favour. This time I am asking you a favour 
which, I suppose, will be like the last one, of no benefit to 
us. It is about the purchase of a caterpillar-tractor for this 
school by the Government; a machine, may I say, that is of a 
great necessity here in our Indian Residential School at 
Carcross. 


At the present time, some of our pupils, who 
were out on holiday, have not returned, owing to the fact that 
during the summer vacation they have told their parents about 
our wood-haul. I know myself that it is very dangerous, much 
too dangerous a haul to ask any boy in this school to be respon- 
sible for handling a team of horses in such a place. You know 
yourself of my experience in the logging-camps of Ontario, and 
that I would not make such a statement to anyone if it were not 
so. In the past, we have tried to persuade the Government to 
supply this school with a tractor; but apparently they think 
it would be a luxury! If any of the Members think it a luxury 
to provide a tractor for this northern school, I would advise 
them to put on a pair of overalls and gloves and come up here 
for a year or two, then they might realize that such a machine 
is not a luxury but an absolute necessity. This is the reason 
why the parents do not want to send the pupils back to school, 
thinking it too dangerous a job. 


The haul that I speek of is of around four miles. 
I should say that two miles and a half of this is doen the side 
of a mountain. The equipment that we have here now is of 
little use to us in such a haul. We have to depend upon rough- 
logs or chains on the runners, not very substantial when you 
are coming down the side of a mountain lickety-split and happen 
to hit a stone. The result is that away goes Mr. Rough-log and 
sends you to the bottom a whole lot faster than you woule other- 
wise expect. The road, as you could imagine, on the side of a 
mountain, is not very straight, and unless you are an expert 
horseman you don't make the first turh you come to. Instead, 
you hit for the best opening that Mother Nature has provided 
in the woods. Sometimes these openings are few and far between. 
The first thing you know, you are piled up in the bush, which 
I don't think is a very safe thing for any boy of thirteen or 
fourteen years of age. If he does happen to make the turn, 
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the next calamity I suppose would be the load upsetting. 

Our wood being cut in four-foot lengths and piled on the 
sleigh over four feet high is a very tottleish thing rounding 
the curve at such a pace. The Government is trying to cut 
down expenses as much as possible and are wondering why some 
of our boys have to spend quite a period of time in the 
hospital at Whitehorse, forty-four miles away. This is the 
reason why I say that a tractor is much more a necessity than 
a luxury for a good many times if a boy is hurt in the winter 
a plane has to be chartered to take the boy to the hospital 
for the simple reason that trains are few and far between. 
Another expense that I believe the Government has to deal 
with is the equipment. You know yourself that in a haul of 
this kind that horse-equipment is far too light, resulting 

in new equipment being bought every few years. With a cater- 
pillar-tractor and oroper tractor sleighs, the ontlay would 
amount to a good deal I know on the start but as you can see 
for yourself from my description of the haul, it would be 
much cheaper in thé end. With the freight rates being so 
high here, I would say, in a few years! time the equipment 
needed for horses would pay for a tractor. 


Not only would a tractor help in the wood- 
haul, but if this school is ever re-built and a log-building 
erected, there is suitable timber in this country not too far 
away, so that a person could get at it witn a tractor. This, 
in my mind, would be much cheaper to do than to build a frame- 
building, the lumber for which in the Yukon would run to 
about ninety dollars per thousand. I am not looking out for 
comforts for myself or for the school, but trying to point 
out the savings that this machine would render in the years 
to come. 


With mining opening up in Atlin, 1t means that 
a lot of heavy mining equipment is being brought in during 
the winter, which is of course the most suitable season for 
its transport over the ice. Therefore tractors are the only 
logical method for its transport. Here is where the school 
may be able to get the odd trip which would help to supply 
the money for the tractor's up-keep. I would say that about 
a three-ton Diesel tractor would be the oroper size for 
our purpose. 


If this is going to go through at 111 would 
appreciate it very much if you w uld let me know as soon 
as possible. 


Trusting that this is not too much trouble 
and that it will meet with some approval, I remain,

I am going to enclose a letter which 
I have received from Ross Kilby, formerly of Golden 
Lake, but now of Carcross, Yukon. 


I know this fellow very well, as he 
had been pestering me at the beginning of the war to 
help him get into the Navy or Air Force. Two years 
ago he signed a five-year contract to manage this 
farm in connection with an Indian Residential School. 
Recently I had a letter from him, again pleading for 
assistance to get into the Navy. 


I visited this boy's parents and 
found that there would be no chance whatever of his 
being accepted in either services, so advised him to 
stick on the job where he is, rather than pay his own 
way out, as there would be practically no chance at all 
of his qualifying physically. I might add that Kilby's 
two sisters are both in Indian Residential Schools, 
one at Sioux Lookout and the other one at some more 
distant point. 


He is a fine young man and I do not think 
would ask for anything that would not be beneficial in 
the work he is doing.

Although this 
school does not come under the jurisdiction of this Agency 
there a few pupils from this Agency attending and as the 
return trip from Atlin was made via Carcross the school was 
visited while there. The principal was interviewed and the 
buildings, seven in all, being used until a new school can 
be constructed, were inspected. The danger from fire in 
these old buildings is always present and very little fire- 
fighting equipment was in evidence. Water has to be carried 
by bucket from a river about 75 yards distant. However, the 
buildings could be quickly evacuated in case of fire as they 
are all one story and the windows are close to the ground. 
Some of the buildings were not particu&arly clean but consid- 
ering the circumstances under which the school operates it 
is probably as clean as could be expected. The attendance 
was 33 and the children's health good. School work seems 
satisfactory.

Dear Sir: 


Even though I should have dispensed with the . 
Services of our Night Watchman on March 3lst 1942 it has 
been necessary to keep him on and one should be filling that 
position as long as there are United States' Troops stationed 
here. 


On three oceasions soldiers, coloured and white, 
have attempted to gain entry into the Girls' Residence. It 
was only the vigilance of our Night Watchman which prevented 
@ possible serious crime from being committed, One episode 
took place a few nights ago. Mrs. Davis awoke from sleep 
about 1.30 a.m. and saw a negro attempting to get into her 
room through the window. He had removed the wire screen, 
Yreised the sash and lit a candle. It was the light which 
awakened Mrs. Davis. She immediately called out and the 
negro disappeared. It seems likely that this negro and poss- 
ibly others who were in hiding near the Girls' Residence were 
watching the movements of the Night Watchman. He was having 
his lunch at the time but fortunately was within calling dis- 
tance, If a man had not been up and around I hate to think 
what might have happened. 


To give you some idea of the gravity of the situation 
here I may say that when the negro troaps now stationed here 
were in Skagway one of them raped a woman over 50 years old 
during the absence of her husband. It is also reported that 
another case of rape, this time a girl of 9 years old, took 
place in Whitehorse, Even though we have 2 Mounted Policemen 
in Carcross and certain military police they have quite a time 
dealing with approximately 1,500 men. The woman on the staff 
ef our school have stated on several occasions what a relief 
z. is to have a Night Watchman who can give the alarm if anything 

appens.

The present Night Watchman (Mr. T. Brooks) told me 
that he can promise to remain on the job until the end of June. 
Likely after that date, if necessary, we can get someone else, 


Seeing that the Department pay for the services of 
a Night Watchman up to Mareh 3lst 1942 only it would be apprec- 
fated if you would advise what cam be done about paying Mr. 
Brooks. At the end of this month he will have 2 months' 
salary coming.

In Departmental letter dated July 13, 1939, the 
suggestion was made that the new Carcross School building 
might be constructed of logs, and while we realise that 
capital expenditure for this purpose may not be available in 
the immediate future, it would be helpful to our Commission and 
our Society in formulating our plans if your architect could 
furnish us, for consideration in advance, with a design of the 
main and subsidiary buildings which you consider would meet the 
requirements of a pupilage of not less than 80. 


The opinion of our Commission, with regard to the 

type of building to be erected, to take the place of the one 
destroyed by fire was set forth in my letter to the Director of 
your Department on June 28th, 1939, and with my letter to the 
Superintendent of Welfare and Training on October 27th, 1939, 
I enclosed a sketch of the new building as drawn by the Rev. 
Principal Grante Departmental replies to these letters were 
dated Ottawa, July 13, 1939, (#166-1-5) and Ottawa, November 
3rd, 1939, (#166-1-5)- 


As our Society stands greatly in need of other Indian 
Residential Schools in the remoter parts of Canada, namely, one 
to take the place of the Mackay School destroyed by fire some 
years ago, and another to take the place of the Fort George 
School recently destroyed by fire, in addition to new school 
buildings at Whitefish Lake and Wabasca, the design adopted for 
the new Carcross School might serve for the others as well. 
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This information will help you to understand why I 
consider it important that careful attention be given at the 
earliest date possible to the adoption of an approved design 
for these various institutions.

: I have just read your letter of November 3rd, 

#166-1-5, with great surprise, and regret that at the moment 

I can add nothing to the information given by your Indian 

Agent at Dawson. It is most disconcerting, however, to learn 
that the Department has not been aware of the desire of our 
Church to have this school rebuilt. The matter was presented to 
the Director by the Bishop of Yukon and myself on September 18th, 
and it has been my understanding that the Bishop returned for a 
full consultation a few days later. 


I may say that the closing of this school was reported 
to the Executive Committee of our Missionary Society on September 
7th, and the feeling was then strongly expressed that everything 
possible should be done to have it reopened without delay. The 
Bishop of Yukon was called into consultation, and after hearing from 
him, the Executive Committee passed a motion affirming the convict- 
ion that the work begun by Bishop Bompas must be continued at all 
costs, and appointed a Committee to deal with the matter. It was 
understood that this Committee would send a delegation to Ottawa, 
after obtaining the authority of General Synod to incur any 
necessary expenditure. The decision of the Department not to re- 
build the school until after the war, was in mind, but it was hoped 
that some financial assistance might be available, either from the 
unexpended allocation or in lieu of rent being paid up to now for 
temporary quarters. It was the judgment of Bisho yeddes and 
Principal Grant that buildings could be erected on the old site of 
such a nature that the full quota of pupils could be eared for until 
the permanent school is built, and could later serve in a permanent 
way as manual training shops or residences. It was hoped that if 
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the Department did not feel able to erect such units of the 
complete school plant at this time, it might approve of the 
Church doing so, and give some assurance of reimbursement of 
the cost later one 


The Committee later secured the desired authority 
from General Synod,and Bishop Geddes and I were deputed to 
proceed to Ottawa and advise the Department of our desires. 
As the Sarcee question had also arisen, the House of S3ishops 
asked the Bishop of Ottawa to accompany us in that connection. 
You will recall our conference in Dre McGill's office on a 
Saturday morning and it must have been after you had withdrawn 
that the discussion passed on to Carcross. The Director was 
sympathetic but felt that the question of possible expenditure 
should be referred to the Minister. When it was found that Mr. 
Crerar was out of the City, an appointment was made for the 
following Tuesday and Bishop Geddes arranged to return to Ottawa 
after spending the weekend in Montreal. As the matter was thus 
deferred for a couple of days and its presentation left in Bishop 
Geddes' hands, I did not discuss it in my subsequent conversation 
with you. 


I am afraid that my knowledge ends at this point. 

Having arranged to visit Moose Factory, I was compelled to leave 
Ottawa before the Bishop's return and I have received no inform- 
ation as to what transpired. On reaching Winnipeg, I was 

isappointed to learn that he had returned to the Yukon by air and 
that no word had been received frum hime I wrote for information 
but have as yet no reply, and have concluded that the Bishop is on 
one of his journeys in the nathe. It may be that he has been 
waiting to secure alternative plans and costs, and that we shall be 
hearing from him before the meeting of our Missionary Society's 
Executive in Toronto on November 23rd. A few days ago, I wrote to 
our General Secretary, Canon Dixon, in regard to the matter and 
asked him to endeavour to obtain some information by telegraph. 


I regret the length of this letter, but it seemed necessary 
to state the facts fully, seeing that by some inadvertence you have 
not been informed of what has transpired. I hope to be in a 
position to deal with this matter more intelligently when I see you 
on the 26th.

I have just received word from Bishop Geddes that the 
material for this building has arrived at Carcross and that the 
construction should be completed in less than a month, Bishop 
Geddes is giving personal supervision to this work in conjuction 
with Archdeacon Grant, who will be the Principal of the School 
when it isopened. I am advised that already twenty applications 
for admission to the School have been received without any attempt 
at recruiting and the Bishop is confident that a full enrolment 
will be secured. 


The Bishop writes about several pieces of equipment 
which he feels the Department may be able to secure, possibly throuzh 
some reciprocal arrangement with the American Government. I think 
it well to quote from his letter--"There are two items of equipment 
that we need that I think the Department at Ottawa should supply. 
One is a small Caterpillar iractor and the other a lighting plant. 
The U. S. Army have many of both of these pieces of equipment in 
the country and already are beginning to ship them out. Do you 
think you could persuade Mr. Hoey to secure these for us? A tractor 
Would be of far more value to us than the two teams of horses that 
we formerly had. A truck could also be used if it were obtainable, 
but the first two mentioned are the more essential. The U. S. E. De 
began this week on a shipment of 6000 pieces of equipment from White= 
horse to Skagway and thence back to the U. S. It will probably take 
them two or three months to get this shipment out of the country 
and there will be other such shipments to follow. Most of the cons 
struction work of the U. S. #. D. will be completed by September, so 
unless we secure these this summer it may not be possible to do so 
another year, Then too there are some buildings at Carcross tmt 
could be turned into a warehouse for our School. I wonder if Mr. 
Hoey would try to get one of these for us." 


I trust that it may be possible for some of this equipment 
to be secured, seeing how difficult it is to obtain at the present 
time. We endeavoured to secure some of the buildings that have been 
in use but were informed that they could not be erected again after 
having been several times taken down and moved, Unfortunately this 
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nas@cessitatea a heavier cost for building and we appear already 
to heve incurred an expenditure of some eighteen thousand dollars.

Dear Mr. Hoey:- 


Replying to your letter of May Sth (186-1-5) I beg to 
advise you that the schools at Carcross and Fort George are 
now under construction and that there is every possibility that 
both will be in readiness for opening at the close of the summer. 


At Fort George, building operations were commenced 
last summer and the main structure was closed in before the 
winter commenced, so that a good deal of interior work went on 
without interruption. The Bishop of the Arotic has personally 
planned and directed this project and intends to proceed to Fort 
George by the first boat this season and possibly to spend a 
month there. I am advised that the building is 101'6" by 65° 
and is an excellent building in every way. There has been 
considerable difficulty in securing the necessary materials but 
matters are now well advanced and there should be no difficulty 
in completing the work this summer, 


At Carcross, the situation also is most hopeful. We 
are holding in mind the intention of the Department to construct 
& permanent building in place of that which was destroyed by fire 
in 1939. In view, however, of the fact that the rented buildings 
in the village of Carcross were condemned by medical authority and 
that our children could not otherwise be provided for, our 
Missionary Society decided to go ahead with the construction of 
temporary buildings to serve until such time as the Government 
school can be rebuilte Attempts were made to secure suitable 
used buildings in the territory but in the opinion of Bishop 
Geddes this was not possible. It was also found impossible to 
secure labour for log buildings or all the necessary lumber for 
a frame structure. We have, therefore, taken the only remaining 
alternative and have secured from Vancouver three prefabricated 
buildings, each 24' by 72" which will be constructed in the form 
of the letter H. These are good buildings and will be well 
finished within and painted on the exterior. They are built to 
stand the winter conditions of the Yukon and careful plans have 
been prepared so that the school may operate with maximum efficiency 
My latest information was to the effect that all the material had 
arrived on the school site and that a local contractor with much 
experience in erecting such buildings was preparing to undertake 
the worke By this time it should be well in hand and there should 
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be no difficulty in reopening the school at the end of August 
as much of the former equipment is in storage at Carcross. I 
understand that applications are already being received and we 
are hopeful that 50 pupils may be accommodated.

The Carcross Nesidential School was destroyed 
by fire on April 17, 1939. Since that time the Department 
has been unable to provide funds for its re-ereotion. 

The Church of England authorities have proceeded to 
erect a school, using their own funds, and we have just 
been advised that construction of the building will be 
completed in less than a month. Construction of the 
building is under the supervision of Right Reverend 
WeA. Geddes, B.A., ——— of Yukon, and, in a letter 
recently received, he writes in part as follows: 


“There are two items of equipment that we 
need that I think the Department at Ottawa should 
supply. One is a small caterpillar tractor and the 
other a lighting plant. The U.S. Army have many of 
both of these pleces of equipment in the country and 
already are beginning to ship them out. A tractor 
would be of far more value to us than the two teams 
of horses that we formerly had. The U.S.!.D. began 
this week on a shipment of 6000 pieces of equipment 
from Whitehorse to Skagway and thence back to the U.S. 
It will probably take them two or three months to get 
this shipment out of the country and there will be 
other such shipments to follow. Most of the construction 
work of the U.S.u.D. will be completed by September, so, 
unless we secure these this summer, it may not be 
possible to do so another year." 
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There is no doubt that if the equipment 
mentioned could be secured the Church of mgland 
authorities would be able to make good use of it in 
the operation of the Carcross sohool. I should 
therefore, appreciate it if you would make inquiries 
with a view to ascertaining if it is possible to 
secure the equipment desired.

As you know, the Carcross Residential School 
is now in process of reconstruction, and there is an imme- 
diate need for supplies, so that the school can be ready 
for occupation before the fall term sets in. 


Some weeks ago, I had some correspondence with 
your Department with reference to the purchase of cots, and 
it was suggested that I should obtain information with 
regard to the School's requirements. Accordingly, I dis- 
cussed the matter with Bishop Geddges just prior to his 
recent visit to Carcross. Bishop Geddges is in my office 
as this letter is dictated. He has advised me of an inter- 
view he had with Captain ickner of the United States Quarter- 
master Stores Department. Captain Eckner has been in the 
southern part of the Territory since the United States forces 
first commenced to work on the war projects, having set up 
stores at Carcross in the early stages of development. He 
knows the Indian School and is more or less familiar with 
its requirements. 


Bishop Gedd#es obtained from him a list of 
equipment which it is suggested would probably be available 
for purchase for the School. Bishop Geddzes has checked 
the list carefully, and feels that the various items contained 
should be obtained for the use of the School at the present 
time as they can probably be had at a salvage price, involving 
a considerable saving. I am enclosing herewith a copy of the 
list submitted by Bishop Geddzes. 


Negotiation for the purchase of this equipment 
should probably be conducted by Major-General Foster, with 
the appropriate United States Department in +dmonton. It

appears that supplies and equipment are being shipped out 

sf Whitehorse daily, and if we are to obtain any of this 
material, we should act promptly. The Bishop is naturally 
anxious that the Government should bear as much of the 
expense involved in purchasing equipment as is possible. 

It might be advisgable for General Foster to obtain a figure 
on the purchase of all the equipment noted. The Government 
could then indicate what proportion of this amount they 

would be prepared to pay. Bishoy GeddZes would then consider 
whether or not the Church could meet the balance. 


I should appreciate it if you would give this 
matter early attention and let me have your reaction as 
soon as possible, so that I may advise Bishop GeddZes.

Dear Doctor Alderwood: 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 21st 
instant, enclosing list of equipment required for the 
Carcross Residential School which you suggest might be 
obtained from the United States military authorities in 
the Yukon. 


A similar list of material was forwarded 
to us some weeks ago from the Indian Agent. At that time 
we took up the matter with our purchasing Branch and, for 
your information, I may say that our Purchasing Branch has 
to deal with the War Assets Allocation Board which, in turn, 
confers with the American military authorities. This is the 
only procedure the Department can adopt and, although the 
matter has already gone forward through the regular channels, 
I feel from past experience that there is very little 
possibility of securing the equipment mentioned in your 
letter in time to assist you to re-open the Carcross School 
in September. 


There is another side of the question; namely, 
that we know definitely that the American military authorities 
are endeavouring to secure the highest possible price for any 
equipment which they sell to any other government department. 
However, it is possible that your commission could secure 4 
reasonable price from the American military authorities in 
the Yukon if you dealt with them direct. This, of course, 
would involve your commission paying for whatever they 
purchased.

Sixty cots were supplied to us by the United 
States Army. The officer on duty at the time we went 
to Whitehorse to pick up these and other goods instructed 
those under him to deliver this quantity to us. Apparently 
an error has been made but I can assure you that with an 
expected 50 pupils in residence most of these cots will be 
put to good use. 


With regard to flannelette blankets these were 
handed out in unbroken case lots and those making delivery 
no doubt thought that these cases contained what was 
requested. As far as the school is concerned single 
blenkets are more serviceable than pairs. 


Search was made through much equipment for a 1 
80 gallon water tank. As none could be located the officer 
informed me that the best he could do was to substitute with 
2 =- 40 gallon tanks.

C. M. Grant, Superintendent of the Carcross Indian School, was 
interviewed in June lest by our Mr. Jackson and advised respecting 
the regulation re issue of free permits to any religious, educa~- 
tional or charitable institution, as mentioned in your letter 
dated February 28, 1945, Departmental File 1968 NWT & Y. 


You will also note that the Reverend Grant has not meade 
an application for a free timber permit, nor hes he communicated 
with our Timber Office at Whitehorse in the matter.

Grant, Superintendent of the above school, was being called 
upon to pay timber dues for fuel wood, I now enclose for 
your information 4 copy of a memorandum from the Indian 
Affairs Branch dated the 16th instant from which it would 
qurese that further endeavours have again been made to collect 
ues from this missionary school. 


Kindly obtain a further report in due course 
and be good enough to have such explanations given to the 
Principal of the school as will prevent any further misunder- 
standings. It should be made clear to the Mission that an 
annual permit for fuel wood must be obtained in the name of 
the school for which no dues will be charged. It has been 
our practice to allow 100 cords of fuel wood per annum free 
of charge to Mission Schools, Churches and Hospitals. 


If the Mission employs a private operator 
to cut the timber care must be taken that no part thereof is 
retained by the operator for his services. It should also be 
explained to the Mission thet when the timber has been obtained 
the permit must be returned promptly to the Crown Timber Agent 
with the affidavit on the back of the permit form, properly 
completed.

Reference your letter of the 3rd instant Re: 
Fuel wood for Carcross ¥.T. Indian Residential School, I 
wish to report as follows: 


In June 1945 Mr. Fe He Re Jackson, Timber 
Inspector for the whitehorse District found a Mr. Lowe 
cutting 250 cords of green wood on the south side of the 
Carcross-Tagish road between M 7 and M 8 out of Carcross. 
Mr. Jackson reports that this timber was being cut right on 
the road leaving slash which increased the fire hazard. 

Mr. Lowe, on being questioned, stated that he had no permit 
but was cutting for the Indian School at Carcross. He was 
warned regarding the cutting of timber so c’ose to the road 
and later moved to another area on the North side of M. 12. 


Mr. Jackson states that he interviewed Rev. He 
C. M. Grant, Principal of Chooutila Indian School at Carcross 
with regard to timber permit. Mr. Grant declared that he had 
not previously been required to obtain a permit but would write 
to his Head Office concerning the matter. UD to the date of 
your letter no permit had been requested by him at this office. 


Mr. Le Higgins, former Timber Agent for the 
Whitehorse District covered Mr. Jackson's inspection trip to 
Carcross and his (Mr. Jackson's) interview with Mr. Grant, in 
this office letter to you dated December 13, 1945. 


Owing to forest fire hazard Mr. Jackson had been 
unable to provide transportation for myself to Carcross, prior 
to May 25th on which date I took this matter up with Bishop 
Geddes who arranged for Mr. Grant to call at this office 
May 28th. 


At the interview with Mr. Grant and Bishop Geddes 
in this office the situation was made clear and Mr. Grant made 
application for 4 free permit to cut 100 cords. It was explained 
that the school required an average of 225 cords per annum for 
heating purposes and the request was made that the free permit 
be extended in this case to include that amount. 


It is therefore recommended that the Indian School 
at Carcross be granted a free permit to cut 225 cords annually 
with the understanding that they use only dry wood which in 
turn will help reduce the forest fire hazard.

On Saturday, November 8th, I proceeded to Carcross Residential 
d // School, accompanied by Dr. E.H.J. Smyth, Northern Mobile Medical 
. ¥ Clinic, and Miss Parr P.H.N., both of Edmonton. An improved 
aspect was immediately noted throughout the whole school, The 


/ last time the school was inspected was in company with Major 
-A.F. Clark, on May 29th, 1947. I do not imagine that the 
it schoo made a good impression on our educational supervisor. 
yl Being a Saturday, classes were not in progress. A more detailed 
examination of the various buildings was undertaken. There are 
jo at present two main buildings, both of wooden construction, The 
main section contains dormitories, laundry, kitchen, dining rooms, 
offices, etc. The other building is the class room, food storage, 
and scout hall. A number of outside buildings contained farm 
equipment, dwellings for staff, etc. These buildings were erectdd 


as a temporary measure after the disastrous fire which destroyed 
the original school on April 17th, 1939. 


While the main building may be satisfactory for several more years, 

I wish to point out that the schoolroom itself is not in good 
condition. This is not a reflection on the present staff who 

have worked hard and improved conditions noticeably, butthe schoolroom 
was not a good building to begin with, and the exterior is becoming 
weatherbeaten. 


I am in receipt of a report from Dr. Smyth, which I quote: 
“A very interesting and pleasant visit was paid to the 
“9 lican school at Carcross, in company with lir. Meek 
Miss Hackett. There were 45 pupils in school and 
Was struck by their happy demeanour, and by the 
acfomplishmentse they were being taught. After lunch 
< roupe of girl guides was called in and gave some good 
, t-singing - a show which would have done credit to 
any white school-children of similar age. One was struck 
by the complete absence of shyness. We then turned to 
the medical side of things and got down to some physical 
examinations of the new admissions and of a number of 
children who were suspected of being sick for one reason 
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“or another. Miss Beanland, a trained nurse, 
is on the school staff and would, I understand, 
be willing to handle drugs for the Indians of 
Carcross village, as well as for the school- 
children, but that she feels herself at the 
present subject to the limitations described 
above ,* 


In the dormitories, the former crowded conditions have been 
somewhat improved, though not very much, In this connection 
Dr. Smyth observes: 

"The school builéings are certainly very unserviceable; 
they were put up as a makeshift only after the fire 
some time ago, Major Clark examined them and found 
the space per head just half the prescribed amount. 
The school-room building, said to be the property of 
the Lepartinent of Health and welfare, is extremely 
ramshackle with large holds in walls and floor. 

There is no separate storehouse so that in the event 
of fire everything would be lost at once, However 
this matter has no doubt already been drawn to the 
attention of those who should take the matter up,” 


No doubt the Branch is aware of conditions at Carcross 
School through the visit of Educational Supervisor Clark, 
Suffice to say, conditions have improved considerably, but 
the building of a proper school room should be given 
consideration,

in April of 1939 the Chooutla School at Carcross, Yukon, 
(a government owned school) was lost by fire. As the government, 
due to war conditions, was unable to re-build the structure, the 
Missionary Society of the Church of &ngland in Canada erected a 
temporary building at a cost of $24,000. The building was not suf- 
ficiently large for permanent use and it was thought that at the 
conclusion of hostilities the government would replace the temporary 
structure erected by the Church with a larger bailding suitable for 
permanent use. 


The present situation at Carcross is most unsatisfactory. 
fhe school is authorized to carry sixty pupils but dormitory and 
other accommodation allows for no more than forty-five. Staff 
members are inadequately quartered and the principal is finding it 
necessary to live in a built-over chicken house. All, staff and 
children alike, suffer from the cold and drafty buildings during the 

\ winter time and there is the ever constant fear of fire from the 
se of many stoves. 


At the moment, the Administration is in the unheppy 
position of losing the services of an excellent principal unless 
better accommodation can be arranged for his family before next 
winter. 


Less than one hundred miles from Carcross the Government 
is constructing a large modern school for the Roman Catholic Church. 
The Administration feels that our needs for more adequate facilities 
at Careross ought to have had prior consideration. A 


In the light of the above, I would respectfully submit 
for your consideration the following: 
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ad 


(a) That a suitable dwelling for the principal and his family 
be constructed this summer at the Chooutla School, Carcross. 


(b) That the Indian Department have its engineers visit the 
site of the Chooutla school with a view to their making 
recommendations to enlarge the school to suitable pro- 
portions for adequate accommodation of at least sixty 
pupils and the necessary staff. 


That a sufficient sum be included in the 1949-50 
appropriations to allow for the renovations or re- 
building recommended by the engineers.

Further to my letter of May lst addressed to 
Colonel Neary end with particular reference to (b) and (c) of the 
closing paragraph, I now submit the following. 


Recently 1 received s communication from Archbishop 
Adams of the Yukon in which, efter careful investigation of the 
Anglican Indien populetion of the southern Yukon, he states that 
there should be no difficulty whatsoever in finding at least eighty 
pupils for the Carcrose school if the accommodation for such could 
be made available. The Archbishop's statement substantietes the 
claim of Principal Ellis and other missionaries that the Chooutle 
school is not sufficiently large to care for the educational needs 
of Church of England Indien children in the area mentioned. 


In the light of the above, I would respectfully 
urge that the Indien Affeire Branch seriously consider my request 
of May lst giving particular stress to (b) and (c) but changing 
the figure in (b) to read 'eighty' instead of ‘sixty’. I under- 
stand that action is being teken as regards (a). 


(b) That the indien Department have its engineers visit the site 
{ of the Chooutle School with a view to their making recom- 
mendations to enlarge the school to suitable proportions 
for adequate accommodation of at least eighty pupils and 
the necessary staff. 


(c) That a sufficient sum be included in the 1949-50 appro-

In April, 1939, the above Residential 
School, at that time Government owned, was lost by fire. 
It had a per capita enrolment at that time of {Dp 
pupils. As the Department, due to war conditions, was 


unable to replace the structure, the M.S.C.C., erected 


a temporary building at a cost of $24,000. The building 


was not sufficiently large for permanent use and it was 
thought that at the conclusion of hostilities the Government 
would replace the temporary structure, erected by the Church, 
with a larger building suitable for permanent use. 

We have now received a letter from Canon 
Cook of the M.S.C.C., reading in part as follows: 

"The present situation at Carcross is most 
unsatisfactory. The school is authorized to carry sixty 
pupils but dormitory and other accommodation allows for no 
more than forty-five. Staff members are inadequately 
quartered and the principal is finding it necessary to live 
in a built-over chicken house. All, staff and children alike, 
suffer from the cold and drafty buildings during the winter 
time and there is the ever constant fear of fire from the 
use of many stoves. 

At the mement, the Administration is in the unhappy 
position of losing the services of an excellent principal 
unless better accommodation can be arranged for his family 
before next winter. 

Less than one hundred miles from Carcross the 
Government is constructing a large modern school for the 


Roman Catholic Church. The Administration feels that our 
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needs for more adequate facilities at Carcross ought 


to have had prior consideration. 


In the light of the above, I would 
respectfully submit for your consideration the followings 
(a) That a suitable building for the Principal and 
his family be constructed this Summer at the 
Carcross Residential School. 
That the Indian Department have its engineers 
visit the site of the Chooutla School with a 
view to their making recommendations to enlarge 
the school to suitable proportions for adequate 
accommodation of at least eighty pupils and the 
necessary staff.

Carcross Indian Residential School. 


Im April, 1939, the above Residential School, at 
that time Government-owned, was lost by fire. It had an authorized 
enrolment at that time of 40 pupils. As the Department, due to 
war conditions, was unable to replace the structure, the M.S.C.C. 
erected a temporary building at a cost of $24,000.00, The building 
was not sufficiently large for permanent use and it was thought 
that at the conclusion of hostilities the Government would replace 
the temporary structure, erected by the Church, with a larger 
building suitable for permanent use. 


We have now received a letter from Canon Cook 
of the M.S.C.C., reading in part as follows: 


"The present situation at Carcross is most 
unsatisfactory. The school is authorized to carry sixty 
pupils but dormitory and other accommodation allows for 
no more than forty-five. Staff members are inadequately 
quartered and the principal is finding it necessary to 
live in a built-over chicken house. All, staif and children 
alike, suffer from the cold and draughty buildings during 
the winter time and there is the ever constant fear of fire 
from the use of many stoves. 


"At the moment, the Administration is in the 
unhappy position of losing the services of an excellent 
principal unless better accommodation can be arranged for 
his family before next winter. 


"Less than one hundred miles from Carcross the 
Goverment is constructing a large modern school for the 
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Roman Catholic Church, The Administration feels that 
our needs for more adequate facilities at Carcross 
ought to have had prior eonsideration. 


"In the light of the above, I would respect- 
fully submit for your consideration the following: 


(a) That a suitable building for the Principal 
and his family be constructed this sumer 
at the Carcross Residential School. 


That the Indian Department have its engineers 
visit the site of the Chooutla School with a 
view to their making recommendations to en- 
large the school to suitable proportions 

for adequate accommodation of at least 
eighty pupils and the necessary staff. 


That a sufficient sum be included in the 
1949-50 appropriation to allow for the 
renovations or rebuilding recommended by 
the engineers." 


In view of the representations made above by Canon 
Cook, it is recommended that the following action be taken: 


(a) That a Prefabricated Bungalow be ordered from 
Prefabricated Structures, Limited, of Vancouver, B.C., 
for shipping to Carcross by July 15. Mr. Indian 
Agent Meek advises that a prefabricated building of 
this type would be satisfactory and the Principal 
of the School will also accept such a building. 

If you concur in this recommendation, we attach 
a requisition covering the purchase of this 
building. 


That approval be given to having one of the 

officials of the Lands and Development Services Branch

In reply to your marginal notation dated June 14th, 
appearing on Mr. Hoey's memorandum of the 11th instant, in con- 
nection with a lighting plant for the above, we make the follow- 
ing comments. 


It is apparent from the correspondence and tenders for- 
warded with Mr. Hoey's memorandum that the Missionary Society of 
the Church of England has decided to change the electrical system 
from alternating current to storage battery direct current type 
of system. 


This type of system is suitable to the electrical loads 
and will supply a source of power without operating a renerating 
unit whenever power is required, and should, if care is exercised 
in operating the eauipment, provide a more économical means of 
power supply. It is pointed out, however, that changes will be 
necessary to motorized equipment and possibly to radios used to 
make them suitable on direct current. The batteries should be 
housed in a location where they will not be subjected to extreme 
temperatures, and before ordering this equipment space require- 
ments should be obtained from the supplier and provision made for 
them. 


The information supplied by the Principal in his letter 
dated May 10th last is not complete in that the individual loads 
and the time of operation of each per day is not noted. We have 
taken the total wattage in each building and have estimated the 
probable daily watt hour demand. From this, we suggest that a 
56 cell storage battery of 360 ampere hour capacity should be pro- 
vided, which will allow approximately three (3) days between 
charging periods. 


To charge this battery a shunt wound generator of approxi- 
mately 4 K.W. capacity with voltage range of 115 to 145 volts D.C. 
should be provided. The control panel, in addition to an ammeter, 
voltmeter, field rheostat and fused line switch, should be provided 
with automatic over-charging protection for the battery. All wir- 
ing necessary between cenerating unit,switch board and batte 
should be provided along with complete detailed instructior 
the installation, maintenance and operation of the plant in 
junction with the batteries to insure maximum efficiency ¢ 
of the lighting plant. 


We suggest that Hoffars Limited of Vancouver be contacted 
determine if their senerating unit offered, which is rated at 
K.W., 110 volt D.C., can give the voltage range desired, which 
important to enable the proper safe current charging rates for

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the battery and the proper volts per cell required for efficient 
operation of the lighting plant. The automatic over-charge pro~ 
tection is essential when the charging equipment is non-automatic. 


It 1s realized that 4 plant as outlined above would be 
more costly than that offered, but it is considered that installa- 
tion will prove more satisfactory from the standpoint of service 
and economy. 


It is strongly recommended that a qualified electrician 
be engaged to install the plant and to check on the distribution 
system to make sure that the line losses are not excessive, and 
that the fuse protection at each building is satisfactory. 


We are returning herewith tender forwarded with Mr. 
Hoey's memorandum for transmission to Indian Affairs.

Having reference to your letter of the 6th October last, 
File No. 12967-2, with regard to the Anglican Mission 
School at Carcross, Y¥.T., I beg to report that I visited 
Carcross in conjunction with work for this Department at 
Whitehorse, Carcross and Prince Rupert. 


The Indian Agent at Whitehorse, Y.T. drove me to Carcross 
and I made @ complete survey of the present buildings 
owned by the Anglican Mission. The land, I understand, is 
Indian Reserves. 


I might say that the present set-up of operating a Mission 
and School in the present buildings ie far from 
satisfactory. 


All the buildings belonging to the Anglican Mission, with 
the exception of the new Log Garage and Root House, recently 
built, are in bad state of repair. 


All the buildings used by the children, including the Army 
Hut used as a echool and Club Room, are heated by oil 

drum wood stoves, piped with stovepipes into the regular 
Yukon safety chimneys. The method of heating these 
buildings is very unsatisfactory, as it is impossible to 
get the heat properly distributed and, during cold weather, 
these stoves have to be kept on at full blast, which I 
consider is dangerous and a grave fire menace. 


The Main Building, of which I am enclosing 4 blueprint 
showing the layout, is heated with nine (9) stoves 
distributed about the building. 


I noticed one great loss of heat, which I pointed out to 
the Principal and he is having it rectified. The trap door 
in the ceiling in the hall is kept open and the heat rushes 
up into the roof like a cyclone, The reason it was kept 
open, I was informed, was to keep the water storage tank 
from freezinge All the pipes are on the underside of the 
ceilinge Therefore, I recommended that a false ceiling 

and walls be built over the tank and the trap door to 
allow the heat to circulate only around the tank and stop 
the rush of hot air going out through the roof, which is 
open the entire length of the building at the eaves. 


The ceiling and walls of the Mission Building are 
insulated. 
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The Main Building consiste of three (3) lockstave pre- 
fabricated buildings, placed in an H position, as shown 
on the plan, with the center building joined on the Ground 
Floor at each end. 


The roof of the Main Building is gabled and not connected, 
except by a board nailed at the eaves of the two wings, 
which makes a flat valley between the buildings with no way 
of getting rid of the snow, except by shovelling out from 
between the buildings. 


The roofe are in bad condition and leak all over. The 
paper, which is a two-ply rolled roofing, is almost 
weathered clean of asphalt and is bedly in need of 
re-roofing. The wind was fairly strong the day I was there 
and the roofing was lifting in places. 


I realize the building was built as an emergency and a 
temporary measure and has no doubt served its purpose 

during thelast four years. However, if these Indian 

children and Staff are to continue as 4 unit, a new milding 
should be provided at the earliest moment. 


The exterior boarding is badly warped in places, knots 
have fallen out and generally is in a bad state of repair. 


The whole of the exterior needs painting. Steps and 
landings require replacing. 


There are forty-six (46) children living in this building 


and the Principal informed me that there were about sixty 
(@0) more children outside, of whom they could take care if 
they had accommodation, 


The interior is in just as bad a state of repair as the 
exterior. In fact, it has never been completely finished. 
In several places the base has been left off and many of 
the panel strips are mi singe Some rooms are not painted 
but were left bare. ‘The whole of the walls ané ceilings 
are covered with tentest wallboard and in many places 
holes have been punched through both wallse 


All the woodwork, walle and ceilings are in need of cleaning 
and two (2) coats of painte 


The floors are badly worn and, in some places, where the 
traffic is heavy, are worn down to the tongue, making them 
very dangerous and almost impossible to scrubs due to 60 
many splinters. These floors should be covered immediately 
with tempered masonite, which I consider would be the 
cheapest and most satisfactory covering. It would be 
impossible to cover them with linoleum without replacing 
large sections of floorings 


The lavatory accommodation is inadequate - one washroom to 
each section of boys and girls. Each washroom has one 
bathtub, one toilet and one common gink to wash in, all in 
one roome This accommodation is not sufficient for forty-six 
(46) children, housed day and night. 
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The Staff has one bathroom with three fixtures. 


There ia no room for any child who happens to be sick and 
it is considered there should be a room with toilet 
facilities for any ailing child. 


The lighting is by an old electric light plant, operated 
by a gasoline engine. The building is lighted by 

drop lights, which can only be turned on when the 
electric light plant is workinge Generally, the pbuilding 
4s very poorly lite 


There is a good supply of water pumped from an enclosed 
well to a tank in the ceiling and supplied by gravity 
to the fixtures. 


The eink in the Kitchen requires replacing, 28 also do 
the drainboards and kitchen fixtures. The cook stove is 
badly worn and needs replacing, being worn through from 
the firebox to the oven, which has been patched up with 
brickwork. 


( an old Army Hut, not painted, is being used a8 @ School 
G25 ?Room, Play Room, Club Xoom, Workshop and dry storage 
f space. The rooms are heated by drum stovese 


There is an old house which houses the Indian family. 
The man is the Night Watehman and his wife is the Cook. 
This building is old and in bad state of repairs. 


The Log Building with concrete foundations and concrete 
floor with basement for vegetable storage and car 
storage above, is @ new pbuilding and in good state of 
repaire 


The present house, in which the Principal lives, is an 
old barn, converted into & dwelling and is in bad state 
of repaire A new house is being built at the present 
time for the Principal, which should be completed in 
about one month and a half.

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Thies school was destroyed by fire in 1939 and 
repleced by temporary and prefabricated buildings by the M.5.C.C. 
As you are aware, we are purchasing these buildings and the 
Indien Sehool Administration of the M.5.C.C. has specifically 
requested that we erect new buildings to accomodate the children 
now in attendance and others for whom no educational facilities 
are provided. 


I would therefore recoumend that an “ducational Survey 
Committee be established to visit the various Indian reserves 
and schools presently operated for Anglican children in the Yukon 
and report on the following: 


(1) The educational facilities which should be provided 
for Indien children of the Anglican faith in 
the Yukon. 


(2) If the provision of day schools is recomended, 
where should these be situated and of what type? 


(3) If @ residential school is recommended, where 
should it be located and what pupil accommodation 
should be provided? 


(4) Other specific facts and comments concerning the 
educational facilities presently provided and 
Fecommendations concerning co-operation with the 
Yukon Territorial Council schools.

This 
matter was referred to the District Resident Architect, Victoria, who 
made the inspection and report of valuation on the Indian Residential 
School buildings at Carcross, I am now in receipt of his reply and I 
quote, in part, as follows: 


"In making my valuation, I definitely took into con- 
sideration the condition of the building. 

As I pointed out in my report, this is a wartime 
erected prefabricated hut, and I do not consider the building 
is worth more than the valuation 1 placed on it, 

As far as replacements are concerned, this building 
could not be replaced even for the amount they specify, namely, 
$20,000.00. 

I consider the cost of replacing a building of this 
size, with a proper up to date frame building, with concrete 
foundation, would be approximately, $39,835.00. 

However, I was not making a report on replacements, but 
merely making a valuation of the present building and condition." 


You will note from the above that the District Resident 
Architect in making his valuation of the buildings tock into consideration 
the presestt condition of the structure, 


It should be noted in the closing paragraph of the 
District Resident Architect's report that he statee: "A new building should 
be erected in this area as soon as possible, as the present building was 
only a temporary measure due to the original building burning down."

Account: Last year whilst the Principal's residence was being 
erected, we boarded, for part of the time, the contractor and his 
crew. The board bill for November and December amounted to $358.00. 
The account was submitted to the Indian Agent for payment. In spite 
of repeated telegrams from the Agent to Ottawa and a letter from my~ 
self to the Deputy Minister, no settlement has been forthcoming. Not 
even replies to either telegrams or letter. Would you mind getting 
in touch with those responsible and try to get some action."

Account: Last year whilst the Principal's residence was being 
erected, we boarded, for part of the time, the contractor and his 
crew. The board bill for November and December amounted to $358.00, 
The account was submitted to the Indian Agent for payment. In spite 
of repeated telegrams from the Agent to Ottawa and a letter from my- 
self to the Deputy Minister, no settlement has been forthcoming. Not 
even replies to either telegrams or letter. Would you mind getting 
in touch with those responsible and try to get some action." 


Regarding the above. The exterior of the new cottage is without 
paint and the cellar floor is not run and @ number of finishing-off jobs ine 
completed.

Robert Campbell has been to this office recently 
concerning the non-payment of his accounts totalling over four 
thousand dollars, end he is at a loss to understand it. 


Mr. Campbell is a reputable contractor, he has done a lot of 
work for us in the past, and is at present making alterations 
and additions to Indian Health Services buildings at Whitehorse. 
He is absolutely tied up for working capital. 


Mr. Campbell has very forcibly drawn to my attention that the 
house erected at Carcross is considerably cheaper than similar 
buildings at Whitehorse. He saved money for the Department 

by his crew working long hours and on Sundays at regular wages 
rather than the overtime rate to which they were entitled. He 
states he appreciates working for the Dominion Government and 
is anxious to maintain a friendly relationship. 


It would be appreciated if his accounts could be paid at the 
earliest possible date. If this payment is delayed due to any 
unknown irregularity at this office I am extremly sorry and care 
will be taken in future to ensure that a lengthy submission will 
be made concerning building conditions with a rough estimate. 


Mr. W.S. Arneil, Indian Commissioner for B.C., visited Carcross 
Residential School with me recently and commented most favorably 
on the residence built for Rev. Ellis and gives as his opinion 


that the cost was tot excessive.

With reference to the erection of the Principal's 
residence at the above school, it is regretted that there 
has been such @ delay in handling the accounts. However, 
as the expenditure was much higher than we had anticipated, 
we were obliged to obtain funds in the 1949-50 
appropriation to complete the building, and these funds 
have only recently been authorized. 


We now have what we consider a sufficient 
amount to pay the outstanding accounts, and errangements 
are being made to forward by eirmail ea cheque for 
®358.00 in favour of Rev. J.W. Ellis, in payment of 
your Voucher No, 20 cowring the cost of meals for 
cerpenters and helpers, 


As you are aware, no official has the right 
to engage @ contractor without first obtaining the 
Minister's approval. Consequently, when the prefabricated 
building was supplied and you applied for an accountable 
advance, we inferred that you were proceeding with the 
erection of the building by day labour, as you did not 
submit the name and address of any contractor for 
approval, 


When we received your Voucher No. 19, it vas 
presumed to be a Credit Voucher for the amount advanced 
to you. The main payment for which you requested credit 
was in connection with a payment to Robert Campbell, 


eoeek 
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Building Contractor. The first item on the account 
read "Labour 1190 hours" in an amount of $1,937.75. 
Acceptance of this Credit Voucher has been discussed 
with the Treasury Branch, but they simply will not 
recognize it as we have no contract signed with Mr, 
Campbell, 


We do not wish you to infer that we consider 
that Mr. Campbell has not paid the men who worked 
on the job, but from the information on our files, 
it appears both to us and the Treasury Branch thet 
he was simply the foreman, and consequently, for 
auditing purposes a mere statement to the effect 
thet a sum of money was paid out to him is not 
surficient., We are obliged to have receipted 
paylists signed by the men to whom the money was 
actually paid. At this point we feel it advisable 
to bring to your attention the fact that government 
auditing regulations are very exacting, and the Auditor 
General requires receipts showing that monies paid 
out have been received by those to whom péyment is due, 
This is to avoid any subsequent claim against the 
government, 


We attach the covering Voucher which you 
forwarded, It should have read "Credit Voucher 
in favour of R.J. Meek (In Trust)", The top of 
your Voucher read "Pay to Robert Campbell", This 
was not necessary, as he had already been paid by 
you from the accountable advance forwarded to you, 
Consequeutly, to settle Voucher No. 19, we will have 
to have s new covering Voucher reading in the correct 
manner, and we will have to receive a certified paylist 
as mentioned above, covering the labour in un amount 
of $1,937.75. 


What has been said above regarding Voucher 
No. 19 applies also to Voucher No. 55. We will have 
to have a receipted paylist for the expenditure of 
$1,099.10 -- the first item on the Voucher. 
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We will also require an explanation of the 
reason for the 10% charge on the account attached 
to Voucher No. 55. If Mr. Caupbell was engaged 
as foreman at a certain rate plus 10%, it should 
have been brought to our attention in the first 
place and authority received before proceeding. 
However, if you give us an explanation of the matter, 
we will endeavour to have the account accepted by 
the Treasury. 


Regarding the item of $72.50 on Voucher 
No. 55 for meals for workmen, we desire to kno the 
exact date for which meals are charged. This is in 
accordance with auditing regulations, so that the 
Voucher on our files will show that there has been 
no duplication of payment. 


Regarding Voucher No, 156, we note that there 
is a surcharge of 10%. Thisis similar to the one 
mentioned in connection with Voucher No. 55, and an 
explanation is required. We elso wish to know the 
dates and the rete per hour for which there is a chuerge 
of 32 hours for lebour. We cannot anderstand why it 
was necess ry to have Mr. Campbell purchase the supolies 
ifhe expected 10% of their cost, as we believe that 
the materials could have been bought by yourself, and 
thereby save this extra cherge.

With reference to your letter of 14th instant, file 940-5 (El). 
May I first remind you that the Yukon Agency has been more or 
less dormant for a number of years during which no building has 
taken place; there was, therefore, no precedent for the sort of 
project I was asked to undertake. I consulted Part X (Construction 
and Engineering) of Indian Agent's References and Regulations, but 
apparently did not interpret Para. 192 (Financial) aright. The 
Director's letter of June 2nd, 1948, file 166-1-5 (E) stated that 
funds had been provided for the purchase of a prefabricated house, 
and I assumed, whether rightly or wrongly, that construction costs 
had been provided for in the Estimates by Headquarters. 


Robert Campbell of Whitehorse is the Yukon Agent for Prefabricated 
Structures, the firm supplying the house, and it is only natural 
that I referred to him for the erection of the Principal's Residence. 
As this was a departure from the usual construction in the Yukon, 
being the first one erected, Mr. Campbell would not give me a firm 
estimate. He stated he would superintend the construction of the 
building for cost of wages and materials purchased by him, plus 10 
per cent. I regret to say, owing to my very frequent absences in 
the fiwld during the summer months, I did not report this to you, 


| but was under the impression I had done so. This error is the crux 
of the unfortunate subsequent happenings. There is no written 
contract with Robert Campbell. 


You will please note that at no time had I assumed responsibilities 
for which I had no authority. All of my vouchers in connection 
with work performed by Robert Campbell quote as authority file 
1661-6 (E) dated July 7th, 1948. This was actually the Accountable 
Advance of $500.00 with which I paid for excavation of basement and 
carpenter work including building materials. 


In explanation of my voucher 19 of Jan. 8th, 1949; of the total of 
$2513.06, I paid Robert Campbell $24.16, being the balance of my 
Accountable Advance. The sum of $2488.90 is still payable to Robert 
Campbell. However, I am attaching hereto amended voucher submitted 
in accordance with your instructions and also paylist receipted by 
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members of Mr. Campbells crew, amounting to $1937.75. 


With reference to your 7th paragraph and my voucher 55, I am 
attaching duly receipted paylist in the amount of $1099.10. 
Also Item for $72.50, meals at Carcross, has been receipted, 
with exact dates showne 


Your paragraph 8 My explanation of Mr. Campbell's 10 per cent 
charges is given in second paragraph. The 10 per cent covered 

his outlay in payment of wages, materials and supplies. While 

it is apparent that a savings would have been effected if all 
purchases had gone through this office, I could not guarentee 

to Mr. Campbell nor to the Department the time necessary to consummate 
such transactions during our short and extremely busy summer, though 
in the wintertime I am in a much better position to devote my 
attention to building projects. As you may imagine Mr. Campbell 

is in an excellent position to obtain lumber and building supplies, 
and knows ell the methods of circumventing shortages and expediting 
material. To give you a complete picture, I could not ask Clerk 
MacDonald to spare any time on this project as probably 95% of his 
time is taken up with Family Allowance matters. 


Regarding your tenth paragraph and my voucher 156. Item "32 hours 
labour - $57.60" is for carpenter work, with broken time, between 
February 15th and February 20th, at the rate of $1.80 per hour. 


It is unfortunate that until receipt of your letter at this office 

on Nove 16th, 1949, I had no specific knowledge of incorrect procedure. 
I sent telegrams to you dated March 29th, April 18th, June 7th, July 
18th and August Sth, concerning payment of vouchers, receiving a reply 
on August Sth. 


Mr. WeS. Arneil, while visiting Whitehorse, kindly consented to review 
the case with Robert Campbell and myself, with the result that I wrote 
to you on September 22nd, 1949, my penultimate paragraph showing that 
I wac unaware of any irregularity. 


I attach also a letter from Robert Campbell addressed to the Bre neh 
explaining his inability to receipt paylists.

Regarding these two boys,Charlie died in the Whitehorse 
hospital last month from tuberculosis and Dick,who showed 
obvious signs of suffering from the same disease,has been 
discharged from the school, 

Reference to their applications for admission will show 
that Dr Wride certified them as fit to be admitted.It would 
appear that the medical examination was not as thorough as 
it should have been.May I suggest that the Doctors in the 
Department's employ should be advised to be more careful in 
the medical examination of prospective pupils.Admission of 
unfit children cause trouble and expense both to the school 


authorities and the Department.

not missed until the master for service.A search for the boys 
was instantly started but no trace of them was obtained until 
Monday morning when they were reported as having arrived at the 
section house at Cowley on the railway some 32 miles from the 
school.While arranging for them to be put on the train about 
due from Whitehorse they overheard the plans that were being 
made over the telephone and again Shengpeares. 4 wire was then 
sent to the R.C.M.p.and the Rector of Whitehorse to keep on the 
look out for them,they were caught by a constable of the R.C.M.p 
about five miles from Whitehorse and taken into the town and 
kept at the barracks until the arrival of the principal to escort 
them back to the school. 


In the case of Chappie Sam,he was brought up from Carmcks 
by the Bishop of Yukon to Whitehorse to be examined by Dr Wride., 
This boy was certified as being unfit to enter the Carcross 
school therefore he was returned to his parents,

I beg to acknowledge receipt 6f your letter dated 
September 1 st in regard to the Indian Girl- Lillian Me Clusky 
now at the Carcross Indian School, and who, it was thought 
could be returned to her people. 

The matter has been gone into with Mr Grant the Principal 
of the Varcross School, and we agreed that perhaps in this 
case it would be best to return the girl to her people, as she 
was backward in her studies, and it was thought better to do 
that than allow her to learn so mch that when she returned to 
her nomadic way of life she would not be an “outcast” 

This girl was really sent to the school for protection, not 
on her ability for school work, and the life she will have to 
return to will be of the wildest, and were she to learn so 
much as to cause her to “look-down" on her own folk, they would 
turn around and weeck her life. She will not be keeping house 
for her father so mch as helping around the camp, and generall 
growing up to the life she will have to live in the bush. 

There is a case of a returned school girl, back from the Le 
Jack R.C. Mission of british Columbia, down at Liard vost, who 
has grown out of the ways of the wild bush, and her life at 
present is hardly worth living, she is looked down upon by her 
own folk. however she is making the best of the matter and 
perhaps after a while will fit into place. this routine has 
now stopped, and the Mission at Mc Dames Creek is doing good 
school work, at the same time keeping the children in their 
own ways of life. 

Therefore it is sincerely thought it would be better to 
-@llow Lillian to go home now than at a later date, as it would 
be better for her in the long run. She will suffer no hard- 
ships and shall be supplied such books ete as might be of help 
to her from this Office.

This boy's father, Mr. George Sidney of Car- 
cross, recently returned home from the General Hos- 
pital at Whiteharse. The writer has been informed 
that his heart is in a bad shape and that for him to 
do any strenuous work would be going contrary to 
medical advice. The discharge of this pupil has been 
talked over with Corporal Blatta here who agrees 
with me that under the circumstances, seeing that 
his father has a trap line out and cannot attend 
to same, his immediate discharge is advisable. It 
is more than likely that if this boy is retained at 
school his parents will have to receive relief from 
the Department of Indian affairs. With Pete home 
such should not be necessary. 


as far as the school is concerned I may add 
that this boy's discharge from the school will be 
welcomed for during the past few months he has not 
been a good influence over his associates and has 
given us considerable trouble.

They were 
very much admired during the long journey home, by all 
who met them. 


Reaching Skagway it was with much difficulty 
that passages were arran:ed abroad the .S.A. S/ship 
Northwesterm, to carry us to Wrangell. 


Tourist traffic this year especially, has been 
very heavy and a Cenadian of for that matter anybody, is not 
allowed to travel from one U.S.A. Port - to another, on a 
Canadian Boat. as is usual the American boats pick up 
freight ut every point possibl ind we were aboard this 
boat for six full days. The two Indian lads took the 
opportunity, at euch port of call, of speaking to all the 
Indian Curio workers about the quantity of moose hides to 
be had in the Cassiar, and it is hoped that their mother 
will reap a benefit from some future sales.

During the past winter the etaff and 
myself have had a great deal of trouble in dealing with 
and trying to mat amenable to discipline the following 
children: 


Register Number 096 - Ada Johns. 
Register Number 123 - Arthur Da Wson. 
Register Number 0119 - Hilda Dawson. 


After making every effort without any 
apparent success the staff and myself are convinced that 
in the interests of the other pupils and the school in 
general these children should be given their immediate 
discharge. The attached statement, signed by every member 
of the staff shows that they have given this matter 
careful consideration and are unanimous with regard to 
what should be done to remedy an unfortunate situation. 


These three children can be put into 
the category of agitators and not only are they a disturbing 
influence amongst the other pupils but are causing a spirit 
of dissatisfaction amongst certain Indian families in the 
southern Yukon. I have it on good authority that not long 
ago Register No. 096 — Ada Johns - made the following 
statement to her father, Johnnie Johns of Carcross - "The 
floor sweepings are being fed to the children". Needless 
to say such a statement is absurd and entirely false but 
has done a great deal of harm. Mr. Johnnie Johns as 4 result 
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has been saying that he is going to take Ada out of the 
school because the floor sweepings are being fed to the 
children. A few years ago, shortly after this girl was 
admitted to school, her father, who is very conscious of 
the fact that he has more money than other Indians, 
wanted his daughter given special food which he said he 
Was prepared to pay for. It was only with great difficulty 
that he was persuaded that such a course of action rould 
not be wise and could not be followed in the school. He 
seemed to resent the fact that his daughter would not be 
accorded different treatment from the children of other 
poor Indians, 


Last Fall two children were admitted to 
this school, Register Number 123 ~ Arthar Dawson and 
Register Number 0119 - Hilda Dawson. During the past 
winter Mr. Geo. Dawson of Whitehorse visited his children 
at.the school and on his return to Whitehorse stated that 
he was going to take his children out of school because 
his children said “it is too strict, have to get up too 
early, work too hard, not enough to eat and have to eat 
dog rice." Naturally such an absurd statement which 
apparently Mr. Geo. Dawson believes and is propagating 
is creating a spirit of dissatisfaction amongst certain 
Indian families in and around Whitehorse. 


Having these three dissatisfied children 
in the school is creating a spirit of dissatisfaction 
also amongst the other children and makes things very 
difficult for the staff. Both Mr. Johnnie Johns and Mr. 
Geo. Daweon are fairly well off for Indians and because 
they have money think that their children in the school 
should be treated differentlyfrom other children, Possibly 
in an effort to impress their financial status upon the 
other children in the school they are constantly sending 
their children expensive clothing and presents which is 
not a good thing and arouses quite a feeling a jealousy. 
&s Mr. Johnnie Johns and Mr. Geo. Dawson are well able to 
provide for their children and very critical of our efforts 
I feel that it would be only a just thing for their places 
to be filled by children who haven't such 'wealthy' parents 
and who really need the food, clothing and attention the 
school provides.

The following is an extract from a recent letter 
received from Dr. J. P. Harvey, Indian Agent, Norman, 
NWT: 


"I beg to sugees that when paying Treaty to the 
Louchoux Bend No. 7, at Fort MoPherson on the 7th 
instant an Indian by the name of Alfred Bonnetplume 

No. 25 of the above mentioned Band made enquiries about 
his two girls in the Carcross Angiioan Sehool. 


"Apparently Bishop Sovereign reoruited Bonnetplume's 
two daughters Jessie and Sarah in the year 1931 or 1933, 
on @ call he was making at Fort McPherson. According 
to the Indian the Bishop promised the discharge of the 
two girls in 1940 but nothing was said about the 
transportation of the two girls back to MoPherson. 


"Bonnetplume would like to know next Treaty time 
(1939) what arrangements are going to be made either by 
the Department or Mission authorities for the return of 
his two daughters in 1940. If no arrangements are 
made it is his intention to start for Careross in the 
fall of 1959, in order that he himself may bring his 
girls back in 1940." 


Please let me know if it is your intention to 
apply for the discharge of these girls at the end of 
June, 1940, and at the same time you should state what 
arrangements you can make for having them returned to 
their home at that time.

This is in reply to your letter 
of the eight instant in connection with Dr. J.P. Harvey's 
report about the children of alfred Bonnetplume - No. 25 - 
member of the Louchoux Band No. 7. 


It would seem that this Indian did 
not give Dr. Harvey a true report regarding the admission 
of his children to this school. They were not recruited 
at Fort Macpherson by Bishop Sovereign. At the time their 
Application for Admission Papers were signed alfred 
Bonnetplume wea residing in Moosehide, a small Indian village 
a few miles out of Dawson, Y.T. This is verified by the 
signatures on their Applications for Admission. Alfred 
Bonnetplume's signature was witnessed by the Rev. C.H. 
Jenkins, then Missionary - in - Charge at Moosehide and 
The Rev. John Hawksley then Indian Agent for the Yukon 
signed these papers. I was speaking to The Rt. Rev. W.A. 
Geddes, D.De, now bishop of the Yukon about this matter 
a few days ago and he stated that Bishop Sovereign was 
never in Fort Macpherson during the time he was Bishop of 
this Diocege,. 


Then with regard to the promise 
that Alfred Bonnetplume said was made to him by Bishop 
Sovereign that his children would be discharged in 1940 
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is one I feel can be questioned. I have no knowledge of 
such a promise being made and doubt very much whether 
Bishop Sovereign would speak on an issue which is clearly 
one for your Department to decide. The present Bishop of 
the Yukon assured me a few days ago that no Bishop has 

the authority to say how long an Indian child is to be 

in school, so I question very much whether Bishop Sovereign 
made the promise he is credited with making. 


I have had a great deal of correspondence 
from alfred Bonnetplume and his wife about these children. 
To put the matter mildly he is anything but consistent. 
On May 3rd 1937 he wrote me from Fort Macpherson stating 
that he only promised to leave his children here for five 
years. On July 24th 1937 he requested the Rev. Alex. 
Dewdney - Missionary at Fort Macpherson - to write to me 
about the discharge of his children. In this letter Mr. 
Dewdney credits alfred Bonnetplume with the following 
statement:- 


“ He says he didn't make any definite 
promise as to how long he would leave them 
but reserved the right to take them back 
when he wished." 


To add to his inconsistency it may 
be said that these children were admitted to this school 
in the year 1933. According to Dr. Harvey's report 
Alfred Bonnetplume states that eee ee promised 
the discharge of the two girls in 1940. This rould make 
their residence in school extend over a period of seven 
years. 


In dealing with all the correspondence, 
including a telegram, received from this Indian I have 
repeatedly told him that when he placed his children in 
school and signed the application for Admission Papers 
he agreed to leave them here “under the Guardianship of 
the Principal for such a term as the Department of Indian 
Affairs may deem proper". He has also been advised that, 
according to the Indian Act, unlees some very good reason 
for an early discharge was given.to your Department, all 
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Indian children were required to remain in school until 
they were sixteen years of age. Working on this basis 
he was informed, that, according to the ages given on 
Admission, Jessie Bonnetplume would not be able to 
leave until 1941 and Sarah Bonnetplume until 1943. I 
told him that if he wished his two girls to leave at 
the same time the Department of Indian affaires might 
agree to Jessie remaining here until she was eighteen 
years of age which would be in 1943 the year Sarah 
Bonnetplume reaches the age of 16 years. This plan 
commends itself to me, besides being in accordance with 
the Indian act, by the fact that the Rev. Alex Dewdney 
in his letter to me of December 9th 1937 writes as 
followsi= 


“ He (alfred Bonnetplume) is not very well 
and has quite a large family to support." 


As an alternative plan I would 
be quite prepared, if your Department agrees, to apply 
for their discharge in 1941 even though the younger of 
the two girls will then be only 14 years of age- 


As to where these two girls be 
sent on discharge I would suggest that they be sent to 

the place they were recruited from, viz., Moosehide, YT. 
alfred Bonnetplume could be advised in plenty of time so 

that he could be there to meet them. It would seem as 

if he at one time figured that they would be sent to 
Moosehide on discharge for on June 18th 1937 he wired 

me from Aklavik as follows:- 


“ Please send my daughters Jessie and Sarah 
Bonnetplume to Moosehide in time for me 
to get them first boat next spring reply 
collect." 


As I am bound to have further 
correspondence from this Indian I would be pleased to 
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advised which of the two plans commends itself to you. 
It seems only the humane thing to do to let both these 
girls go at the same time, that is, if they are to be 
sent to Moosehide, Y.T., for the journey from Fort 
Macpherson to Moosehide is a long one of approximately 
500 miles. 


As an afterthought, in view of 
the fact that there are many Applications for Admission 
to this school on hand, which cannot be considered for 
lack of accomodation, I must admit that the plan of 
letting both these girls go in 1941 is the one that 
commends itself to the writer more strongly than the 
one of keeping the older girl here until she is 18 
years of age.

This in reply to your letter of June 29th.1940. 


On Jyne 8th 1940 Register No 125 - George 
Henry - a pupil at this school, met with one of the worst 
accidents that I have seen in my ten years at this school. 
Ne was driving one of the school teams down a hill. The 
wagon wheel hit a stone and the rack, of heavy construction, 
came off the rear bugk. The horse became unmanageable and 
the boy fell off. The rear of the rack, which was dragging 
on the ground went over him and cut his hea: open from the 
left eye to almost the top of his head. The cut was very 
deep and exposed a considerable portion of his skull. There 
was quite a lot of bleeding. After consulting the school 
nurse the doctor was called. Ag soon as he saw the injury 
he said he would have to tike the boy to hospital and give 
him a general anaesthetic before any stitching could be 
done, W#hilst transporting the injured boy to the 'plane 
the doctor remarked that there was a possibility an hour 
after the accident severe haemorrhage might occur. 


Apologizing for not reporting the details 
of this accident to you at an earlier date.

“with further reference to your letter of August 24th regerding 
the children of Alfred Bonnetplume the Indian Agent, Dr. J.P.

The 
Department approves of this arrangement on the understanding 
that the father will be notified sufficiently ahead of time 

to enable him to be at Moosehide when the girls arrive." 


I have just received a letter from Alfred 
Bonnetplume in which he states that he would like his girls 
to be sent to Mayo, Yukon instead of to Moosehide. He plans to 
be at Mayo on or about March 20th 1941. In connection with 
this matter I beg to state as, follows:- 
hu“ 
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1. If his children are to be at Mayo, Y.T. on the date 
specified it would be necessary for them to travel by ‘plane 
from Whitehorse, Y.T. The cost of the ‘plane trip for the two 
girls would be $100.00. The railway fare from Carcross to 
Whitehorse forthe two girls would be $8.60. As the ‘plane 
trip from Whitehorse to Dawson (Moosehide) would be $120.00 

a saving in transportation would be effected in sending them 
to Mayo. 


2. Apparently Alfred Bonnetplume intends to take his girls 
from Mayo to Fort Macpherson by dog-team. If the children 
had to wait here until navigation opens this would not be 
possible.

The reason for this is that if a parent wished 
to place a child in school in the fall and the school management 
had to wait for official approval which sometimes takes several 
weeks, navigation by that time would be closed and the child in 
question would have to wait until the following year, 


Last fall, working under this plan I recruited 
pupils numbered 134, 135, 137 and 0131. On October lst I 
m@iled you their Applications for Admission. On October 14th 
you returned them to me as a condemnation of the buildings by 
the doctor raised the question of the Possibility of the school 
being closed. The solution as you know to this problem was 
settled by the Department agreeing to a reduction in Ppupilage, 
Amongst those discharged were numbers 134, 135, 137 and 0131. 
Consequently their Applications for Admission were not sent to you 
again. As we had these children in residence for a certain length 
of time it was felt that even though their admission was not 
officially approved we should receive for them the usual per 
capita grant for the time they were in residence, 


Albert Jackson, No. 136, whose death was reported

have cost more than the method used. The only way to get to 
Teslin from Carcross is by plane or highway.

This is an answer to your letter of the 15th 
instant with which was enclosed a copy of a letter you 
received from Mre Phelan. In his letter it is noted that 
the Department is under the impression that the transportation, 
for which a charge of $160.00 has been made, was furnished 
by the "School Truckt. Would you be so good as to inform 
Mre Phelan that the school here does not own a truck or 
iny other motor driven vehicle. 


On more than one occasion during the past 14 
years I have tried through our Head Office in Winnipeg and 
through your office to have the Department supply this school 
with a truck. No success has atte mnded our efforts. 


After the fire in 1939 the school occupied 
various houses in the village of Carcross and the farm 
situated on the old school site about 2 miles from Carcross 
was kept in operation. Four times a day the school boys 
who assisted with the farm work had to be transported from 
Carcross Village to the farm and under such } yt sen 
9 truck was a necessity. @8onse juently out of sonal 
funds I purchased a new Ford V8 One Ton Truck or cost 
me in the neighbourhood of 1500.00. 


During the past five years this truck has 
been used almost entirely for the benefit of the Indians 
and for most of this service no charge has been made. [n 
the winter of 1942-43 it was necessary on several occasions 
to transport sick Indians from here to the Whitehorse 
Hospital and for each of these trips the Department paid 
me $20.00. To give you some idea of the extent of the 
service rendered to the Indian School here and the Carcross 
Indians during this five year period I may say that my 
truck has covered over 38,000 miles. Almost every day now 
this vehicle is used in the school yard hauling wood to the 
various buildings and when not so engaged used to haul 
supplies, ete. from the Carcross Station to the school. 
ror such services I am not receiving any remune:ation. 


As you know there have been times in the 
when the railway has been out of commission on account 
slides, etc. and there are days when no trains are scheduled 
to run. On such occasions if a child or a Carcross Indian 
is seriously ill the only other alternative to a car or truck 
to get such person to hospital is to charter a ‘plane and 
the cost of such service is greatly in excess of y20.00. In 
view of this there have been occasions when my car and truck 
have saved the Department a considerable sum of money. 


In view of the facts stated above it would be 
appreciated if you would ask the Department to reconsider 
the payment of the account for $160.00 and regard favourar 
other accounts which were mailed to you at a later date.

Dear Doctor Alderwood: 


We have received several accounts recently 
from Reverend H.C.M. Grant, Principal of the Careross 
Sehool, for transportation of pupils and transportation 
of equipment for the school by truck. We were under 
the impression that the truck was owned by the M.S.C,C. 
and, as it is customary for residential schools to 
truck supplies and transport children in their own 
vehicles without cost to the Department, payment of 
these accounts has been refused. 


Information to the above effect was sent to 
Reverend Mr. Grant and in reply he states that the 
school does not own a truck but that the truck being 
used was purchased by him from his own funds and since 
= — the purchase he has had it operated for 
the sehool. 


we wish to be fair in our treatment of any 

school, but it is unusual for the Principal to 
own a truck and then set his own rate for 

ts use. For instance, the accounts submitted indicate 
that he expects 20g a mile for ite use. I realize 

that operation is more expensive in the Yukon than in 
the more settled parts of Canada, but at the same time 
the rate requested by the Principal appears to us to 
be excessive. We would like to reach some basis 
equitable to all parties concerned and on the suggestion 
of Mr. Hoey I am submitting the matter to you and would 
appreciate having your views.

With further reference to your letter no. 166-1-10 of the 8th. 
of Decemver 1944. We are now in receipt of further information from the 
Principal of our Carcross school re. use of truck for transportation of 
supplies and pupils and beg to submit the following explanation, 


Mr. Grant appears to have been under the impression that as his 
local Indian agent forwarded the accounts to your Department , he certified 
them and thereby gave his approval to the rates inserted. Conditions since 
the destruction of the school by fire, have been most difficult. The nec- 
essity for housing pupils and staff in more than one building, making adequate 
arrangements for feeding them and the unforseen arrival of strange troops 
caused many complicationswhich made the task of administration by the Prin- 
cipal an unenviable one. 


The uncertainity as to wheth=r the school should be rebui}t on 
the former site, trangferred to Dawson or temporarily susperied were quest- 
ions whéch required serious consideration. As you will remember there was 
at one time a suggestion that the school should be reopened at Dawson, and 
that another principal might be appointed to replace Mr. Grant who would 
assume more responsible Missionary duties under the Bishop.These suggest- 
ions were however evéntually discarded and it was decided to reBuild the 
Chooutla School on its former site with Mr. Grant remaining as principal. 
It was assumed by the Commission that all these questions would be consid- 
ered by the Bishop in consulation with Mr, Grant and that he also would be 
advised fo the necessity of using Mr. Grants trusk for transportation put- 
pose along the mew highway. 


In view of all these gnvolved and difficult circumstances the 


mmission would greatly appreciate your most generous consideration of 
1 these points and submit their views for your dcision.

Maggie Chitzi is an Indian woman in the 0ld Crow 
district who is separated from her husband. The latter is 
presently living at Macpherson, N.W.T. Mrs. Chitzi has 
three children: Lily, Margaret, and Tileen. TI do not know 
the exact ages of these three children, but the youngest is 
under seven, and the other two are between seven and twelve 
years of age, I understand. 


Bishop W. Ae Geddes approached the writer this 
morning with the request that authorization be obtained 
for the admission of the two younger children to the 
Carcross Residential School. Apparently the mother is 
hard put to support these children and has indicated her 
desire to have them looked after in this way. 


Reverend Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Ellis, Missionaries 
at Old Crow, are coming out this summer by the first boat, 
which, at the present tine, is the only boat which is 
definitely scheduled to go to Fort Yukon. It was thought 
that they could bring the Chitzi children with them, and 
give them safe conduct right to Carcross. This would mean 
that the children would reach there about the first of July. 
The fall term does not start until September, but there is 
no other boat connection unless the last White Pass trip in 
September goes through to Fort Yukon. If the children 
waited for this boat, they would have to come unattended, 
and would be at least a month late for the school opening. 


Will the Department authorize the admission of 
these two Chitzi children into the Carcross Residential 
School (assuming that applications in proper form will 
be submitted) and also authorize boat transportation for 
them in manner indicated from Fort Yukon, Alaska, to 
Whitehorse?

I kindly ask you to investigate,near the proper suthority who have arran- 
ged with the Branch for the transfer of the girl to Varcross, why she is being sent 
there against all regulations of the Indian Act regarding such matters. 

Fersonally,I do not see any urgent necessity to take this little girl 
away from Laysza Tomoff and the other members of her band,who are well to do and 
well able to look after her,at eny rate much better than the anglican School of var- 
eross,which does not even have @ teacher on their staff since last September. 

If,however,for some urgent reeson unknown to me,little may has to be 
taken away from the tand and sent to an Indian boarding school,I insist,in the name 
of the rights granted to us by the Indian act, thet arrangements be made by the Sranch 
for her trensfer to one of our Vatholic Boarding Schools,as soon as she leaves the 
local hospitel.-She @euld easily be sent,by the local Juss, to the care of the Sisterg 
at Fort Saint John Hospital,wherefrom the local Indian agent could arrange to have 
her accompanied either to Grouard ou to doussard Hestdential Schools.

*after the death of her mother, shortly after her 
birth, she was adopted by the Catholic Indian Band of 
Lansing Creek, to which Mary Louis belonged; then she 
was partly supported by her presumed white father, Mike 
fomoff, who later on was married before me to another 
Catholic Indian woman, Layza Lightning, who is herself 
a Catholic of the same Lansing Creek Band. 


"after the death of Mike fomoff, which occurred 
some time last Fall, I received a letter from Father 
J. Plaine, 0.M.I. he Catholic Missionary in charge 
at Mayo, stating that Layza Tomoff, wife of deceased 
Mike Tomoff, was not only willing but anxious to keep 
with her little orphan any but that certain people in 
town insisted that 'this lit 
school outside of Mayo."

Referring to our conversation of last May and to my letter 
of June 22nd to the Director of the Branch regarding the urgent need 
of a Catholic Residential School in the Yukon or close to the Yukon 
border, I beg to call your attention to the fact that recently more 
and more catholic children are being admitted to the Anglican 
jchool set Carcross. 


As T remarked to you recently such an abnormal situation will 
not be able to be remedied unless the Government grants to our 
Catholic Tndians the Residential School they are entitled to in the 
Yukon. 


T already sent you a written statement from Mrs. Filly 
Tohnson (Martha Sam) protesting against the fact that she is obliged 
to send her children to the Anglican School of Carcross, but she had 
no alternative and under the present circumstances I had to allow 
her to do so against all church regulations; this is the case also 
for the children of Pill Hell, those of Dick Bean Charley and several 
others, who have begged me time «nd again tor the past five years 
to open up a Roarding School for Catholic Indian Children in the 
Yukon and Northern B.C. 


For your information and in order that you may check with 
the School Forms of Admission to said school, I am herewith sending 
to you some of the Baptism Certificates found in our local Registers. 


According to the testimones of Mrs. Billy Johnson and Mr. Bill Hall 
all their children would have been baptized in the Catholic Church 
but I was unable to trace the records previous to my time. 


Hoping that the above information will prove valuable to 
the Officiels of the Branch and convince them of the urgency of our

With particular reference to the Baptismal 
Certificates, which I am returning, I submit the following 
information: 


Margaret and Jacky Charley - In letter dated December 18th, 1945, 
which reached this Branch during the first week in January, the 
Acting Indian Agent submitted an application for each of these 
children for admission to the Carcross Residential School. The 
application forms stated their religion as Roman Catholic and 
the Indian Agent was advised in official letters of January 3rd 
and 8th that we were not prepared to approve the admission of 
these children to the Carcross School in view of Sub-section 

2 of Section 10 of the Indian Act. 


Catherine Johnson - We do not appear to have any child in the 
Carcross School with this name. Possibly the pupil registered 
as Kathleen Johnson is the same person as the application form 
stated that Kathleen Johnson was born March 17, 1937, which 
compares with the Baptismal Certificate which you forwarded. 

The application form for the admission of this girl to the 
Careross School was submitted to the Department in a letter 
dated December 26th, 1944, and the form stated her religion 

was Church of England and consequently her admission to Carcross 
School was approved. 


Teddy John Hall - This boys name was not shown on the September 
Quarter Return of the Carcross School. There is a boy named 

John Douglas Hall on the return but the application form for this 
particular boy states he was born on April 25, 1932 and his 
religion is Church of England. This is a different birth date 
than the one stated for Teddy John Hall and consequently I 
presume this is not the same boy.

On October 16th 1922 the Deputy Superintendent 
leneral wrote the General secretary of the Missionary 


Society of the Church of England in Canada a letter which 
reads in part as follows;:- 


"The opinion of the Department of Justice 

is that a Protestant child is one born of 
Protestant parents, or one whose father or widowed 
mother has decided to have him or her educated in 
a Protestant school, or a school conducted under 
rotestant auspices. A Roman Catholic child 

is one born of Catholic parents or one whose 
father or widowed mother has decided to have 

or her educated in a Roman Catholic sehool, or 
school conducted under Roman Catholic auspices. 
In other words, the father has a right to lirect 
and regulate the religious faith ich his 
child should be brought up j shes mus 

be regarded unless there 5 ng reason 
for disregarding them. 


"Tn accordance wi this view, if a Protestant 
parent shes his child placed in a Roman catholic 
school and brought up in the Roman Catholic 
religion, or & Roman Catholic parent his child 
in a Protestant school and brought up i n the 
Protestant religion, he may do so, but for the 
protection of the Department, we demand in such 
Cases an affidavit to that effect by the father. 
Such affidavit must be made before a justice of 
the peace, Indian Agent, or other person authorized 

affidavits, and the person who taxes 
avits must certify that 1e statements 
in the affidavit were read over or 
jaterpreted and explain to the deponent who 
thoroughly understood the same. [In cases of 
bona fide adoption, the religic ind wishes é

AS a matter of interest, I would point 
out the predominance of Biblical Christian names in 
these Indians. I am advised that some years ago 
Archdeacon McDonald prepared a translation of the Bible 
into the old Crow Indian dialect, and the Indians of 
that area have a better than average acquaintance with 
Scripture. When the child Phares was brought for 
Baptism, the Mounted Police and the officiating clergywan 
were under the impression that the child was to be called 
"Paris" and endeavoured to dissuade the parents in the 
matter of their choice of names. The father, however, 
was quite definite in the matter, and produced his 
well-thumbed copy of Scriptural translation to indicate 
that the name Phares had been taken therefrom. I regret 
that I am not able to quote chapter and verse. 


It would be appreciated if the Department 
would let me have a decision in this matter as soon as 
possible, as there are only two more boat connections 
with Old Crow, and arrangements will have to be made 
without delay.

Early in July I received a letter from L.H. Phinney, 
Stipendiary Magistrate, Dawson, Y.T., concerning Albert 

James Joe, a pupil of Carcross Residential School, It 
appears that the father of the boy, Tanana Joe, of Dawson, 

an elderly man of about 73 or 74 years, makes his living 

by cutting logs and rafting them downstream to Dawson. 

With advancing years he is not now capable of handling a 

raft of logs, and requested Mr. Phinney to make representations 
to have Albert returned to Dawson. 


Not knowing the custom in this Agency, I communicated with 
Archdeacon H.C.ii. Grant, Principal of Carcross Residential 
School. He replied that it has been the custom in the past 
for children from the northern Yukon to remain at the school 
all summer, I thereupon replied to Mr. Phinney that it 
could be assumed that Albert would not be returning to Dawson 
for the summer, 


Albert Joe is 14 4 years, there is no doubt he would be a 
great assistance to his aging father, In a conversation 
with Mr. Phinney today he states that there is now a school 
at loosehide to which Albert may attend, It may also be a 
case, if Tanana Joe receives no assistance in his work, for 
him and his wife to seek indigent rations.

On August 17th it was reported to me by M. Grant, Carcross 
Residential School, that two Indian pupils, Billy Peter 
Johnnie, age 15, and Peter Isaac, age 12, had left the 
school the previous day and had not returned, It was 
thought that they had run away and were endeavoring to 
return to their parents, Billy Johnnie's home being at 
Dawson, and Peter Isaac's quite a number of miles up the 
Pelly River, 


I immediately informed the police and several other people 
who might see these boys. On August 20th it was reported 
that these two boys were down the Yukon River at the south 
end of Lake LaBerge, endeavoring to float downstream on a 
raft. The Lake and river are much too dangerous for 
youngsters, 


Rev. J. Ellice was in Whitehorse at the time, he is the 
recently appointed Principal of the Carcross Indian Residential 
School, I conferred with him and it Was decided to let Billy 
Johnnie return to Dawson, he being a big boy and becoming a bit 
troublesome at the school; I understand he ran aWay once before, 
We further decided that Peter Isaac should be returned to the 
school. I contacted a Mr. G.W. Grady who was going downstream 
by outzboard motor and gave him letters of authority to the 
purser on the boats to take these boys to their respective 
destinations. I also arranged for transportation at the 

head office of the B.Y.N. Co., Whitehorse, 


On August 25th Peter Isaac returned to Whitehorse, I took him 
to the train for Carcross the following day, and he was returned

On Sunday, September 14th, Freddie Johnston, Indian of Teslin 
came to this office regarding his daughter Cecilia, born October 
20th, 1939. He wished to place her in Carcross School, a 
residential school under the auspices of the Church of England. 
In fact he had already taken her to the school and at the 
present date she is still there. 


From the information given me by Johnston, there seemed no 
reason to doubt the acceptance of Cecilia Johnston. Several 
days later, Rev. J. Ellis, Principal of Carcross School, brought 
in a form Application for Admission, for Cecilia, denoting Fredie 
Johnston the father, and Lena Johnston (deceased) the mother). 
Cecilia's religion was given as Roman Catholic. Rev. Ellis 

had questioned the father on this point who claimed he was 
formerly a member of the R.C. church but now wished to return 

to his original belief, as a member of the C. of E. 


On the advice of Archdeacon H.C.M. Grant, former Principal of the 
School, who was familiar with the case, Cecilia's religion was 
noted as Roman Catholic. I took up the matter with Bishop 
Coudert, O.M.I., Whitehorse, who stated that Freddie Johnston's 
status within the Roman Catholic church was “a Roman Catholic in 
bad standing”. He stated he would object on principle to 
Cecilia's admittance to Carcross School. 


At the present time it appears Johnston is a member of the Church 
of England, he has one child, Isaac, at Grouard Residential School, 
He stated to me he would not send Cecilia to an R.C. School, as he 
is not a member of the Church, 


In the meantime Cecilia attends school. Rev. Ellis wishes to know 
if he is in order in maintaining the child there.

maintained by Rev. Lee. Another sister, Annie Kodwat, who has 
been maintained by a half-breed famiay named D. Hume, of Champagne, 
requested that Annie be placed at Rev. Lee's school along with her 
other brothers and sisters, 


The matter has been taken up with Rev. Ellis and Rev. Lee, they 
are both anxious to do whatever would be in the best interests 
of the children. In a recent inspection of Carcross School I 
received the impression that the accomodation is now at capacity, 
I would suggest the best solution would be the official discharge
